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Although the Budget Bureau estimates 
will provide for the present strength of 
the Regular Army, it is stated that the 
total asked for for the Regular Establish- 
ment will be slightly less than the amount 
appropriated for the fiscal year of 1923. 
The Secretary of War in connection with 
the estimates will submit a statement in- 
dicating clearly that the amounts provide 
for the bare necessities of the Regular 
Army. The Regular Army will be called 
upon to continue its policy of most rigid 
economy in order to avoid a deficit. 

An increase of almost $10,000,000 ia 
the estimates for the National Guard, it 
is said, has gotten by the Chief of the 
Budget. The estimates for the National 
Guard for the next fiscal year are $33,- 
910,000. It is stated that the War De- 
partment’s projects for the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps will be taken care 
of in the estimates. The estimates for 
these camps are $2,980,150, which, it is 
claimed, will take care of 38,000 students. 
If these estimates are appropriated for 
by Congress early this next winter an am- 
ple opportunity will be afforded for the 
organization of Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps for next summer, and the suc- 
cess of this feature of the military pro- 
gram will be assured. The estimates for 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
amount to $4,401,000. This, it is claimed, 
will provide a reasonable allowance for ‘ 
the War Department projects. 


Estimates for Reserves Too Small. 


There is only an increase of $746,709 
in the estimates for the Reserve officers’ 
camps of instruction over the appropria- 
tion of last year. Last year’s appropria- 
tion for this purpose amounted to $1,000,- 





1924 Budget Estimates for Regular Services, Guard and Reserves 


By E. B. Johns, Washington Correspondent 


Army should include sufficient sums to 
cover the following needs: An adequate 
amount to cover the pay and training of 
at least thirty-three and one-third per cent. 
of the enrolled Officers’ Reserve Corps each 
year and all of the Enlisted Reserve Corps 
enrolled for the coming year; to provide 
adequate transportation for use at the vari- 
ous headquarters of Reserve divisions to 
permit and facilitate the organization of 
such divisions; to provide for the transpor- 
tation of Reserve officers for all official 
travel performed by them whether for train- 
ing, examination for promotion, or any 
other duty, to which they are officially 
ordered, at the same rate as is by law estab- 
lished for travel by Regular officers; to pro- 
vide adequate material for the instruction 
of Reserve Officers at training camps. 


The excuse given for the cut below the 
$4,000,000 that was asked for by the War 
Department last year and urged again this 
year, is that the estimate will take care 
of all the officers that would be willing to 
report for fifteen days’ training. There 
is absolutely no data upon which the num- 
ber of officers who would be willing to 
take fifteen days’ training can be based. 
Last year, with an appropriation of 
$1,000,000, it is known that thousands of 
officers who would gladly have taken the 
training were not given the opportunity 
to arrange their affairs, on account of 
the short notice that was given them. The 
bill did not pass until a few weeks before 
the training period, and until it was 
signzd by the President the military au- 
thorities did not know officially that there 
would be any funds for the training camps. 
The Reserve officers have not yet been 
given a fair opportunity to indicate how 
many of them will be willing to take the 
fifteen days’ course of instruction. 


The Navy Estimates. 


It will be a week or ten days before an 
agreement will be reached upon the naval 
budget. The Navy Department is insist- 
ing with great emphasis upon an enlisted 
force of 96,000. On this question it is 





000. The total for the Reserve officers or 
the Organized Reserves carried by the 
budget estimates is $2,648,109. Nine hun- 
dred thousand dollars of this amount is 
for Reserve officers on active duty with 
the General Staff attending schools and 
for other purposes. 

The estimates will not be satisfactory 
to the Reserve officers in the Service. This 
is indicated by the resolutions adopted at 
the Reserve Officers’ Convention held in 
Washington last week. After mature con- 
sideration the convention resolved— 


that appropriations for the support of the 


stated that the Navy Department is prac- 
tically at a deadlock with the Chief of 
Budget. The Chief of Budget is insisting 
that there shall not be an increase over 
the present enlisted strength. There are 
a number of other items of importance 
which are still in dispute, including the 
estimate for the Naval Reserve. The 
Navy Department is insisting that the 
estimates for the Naval Reserve should 
be at least double, if not placed as high 
as $6,000,000. The appropriations for 
last year provided for only about six 
months’ retainer pay, and even at double 


the appropriation only the present strength 
of the Naval Reserve could be maintained. 

Considerable disappointment is expressed 
on account of the failure of the depart- 
ment to give out the study of the General 
Board on the naval policy that should be 
adopted under the conference agreement. 
It is being insisted in some quarters that 
the department has no fixed policy around 
which the advocates of an adequate Navy 
can rally. The presumption was that 
vpon his return from Japan the Secretary 
of the Navy would give out the study of 
the General Board. It is said that this 
will be included in the Secretary’s annual 
report, but it is believed that much could 
be gained if this were given out before 
Congress convenes, so that the country, 
and even the members of Congress, would 
have an opportunity to study it. 


Service Interests in the Next Congress. 


The politicians in the recent party pri- 
maries have been kind to the Services. 
Without intending to help the Army and 
Navy they have removed from the leader- 
ship of the House Representative Mon- 
dell, who has always been opposed to ade- 
quate appropriations for the Army and 
Navy. He has invariably been an econo- 
mist on Army and Navy appropriations in 
the councils of the Republican party, al- 
though he has frequently voted for Army 
and Navy appropriations when they have 
been agreed to by the Republican organi- 
zation and urged by a Republican admin- 
istration. Even then he has not always 
been regular and has voted against pre- 
paredness measures. 

Mr. Mondell gave up the leadership of 
the Republican side of the House for the 
next Congress when he became a candi- 
date for Senator. He will continue as 
leader only till March 4, after which fhe 
Republicans will select a new leader. All 
the members who have been mentioned in 
connection with the prospective vacancy 
are more friendly to the Army and the 
Navy than is Mr. Mondell. Representative 
Nicholas Longworth of Ohio is regarded 
as the leading candidate. Recently Col. 
John Q. Tilson, who represents the 3d 
District of Connecticut, has been men- 
tioned in this connection. Both Colonel! 
Tilson and Mr. Longworth have been ac- 
tive in the support of preparedness meas- 
ures. Colonel Tilson served for years as 
a member of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs and is one of the best in- 
formed members of the House on military 
affairs. He has been very active in an 
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effort to secure industrial preparedness, 

and in fact is a pioneer in this respect, 

Unfortunately for the Services, thes 
changes in the leadership of the Houg 
and make-up of the committees will no 
take place until after March 4.

Although tig 
change will be a deserved promotion fo 
Mr. Greene, he is really needed by 
Services more in the House than in fi 
Senate. Mr. Greene has always condue 
ed an aggressive and intelligent campaig 
in the House in support of constructi 
Service legislation. He has made a stuf 
of military affairs and is thoroughly 
quainted with the details of the needs of 
the Army. Another gain for the cause of 
preparedness will be the election of Col 
Smith W. Brookhart to the Senate from 
Iowa, which now seems to be assured 
Colonel Brookhart has been quoted & 
favoring a Regular Army of 150,000 with 
a corps of officers of sufficient strength t 
develop the National Guard and the 0 
ganized Reserves. , 

On the Democratic side the most impo 
tant gain on March 4 will be the reti 
ment of Representative Thomas U. Sisse 
of Mississippi. There is no more uncon 
promising opponent to Service legislatis 
on the Democratic side of the Appropri 
tions Committee than Mr. Sisson. It i 
not believed that the Democratic leader 
can select a more unfriendly man to su 
ceed Mr. Sisson on the War Departmeni 
sub-committee of the Appropriations Com 
mittee.

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The Military Situation at Gallipoli 


By the Army and Navy Journal’s Military Observer 


World War, upon the necessity 

of turning the Turk out of Burope 
and of preventing him from ever again 
being in a position to repeat the history 
of 1914. . Most men, indeed, thought 
that these desirable ends had been accom- 
plished. To turn the Turk out of Europe 
and prevent him from coming back the 
victorious Allies resorted to the expedi- 
ent of subjecting him to the rule of manda- 
tory nations, which should govern him and 
restrain him in his native seat in Asia 
Minor. Unfortunately, some of the man- 
datory powers were unequal to the tasks 
which they undertook, and they secured 
peace and commercial advantages from 
the Turk by aiding him against other man- 
datory powers. 

The recent Greek disasters have finally 
demonstrated the futility of trying to sup- 
press the Turk by subjecting him to alien 
rule in Asia Minor, and he now stands on 
the shores of the Bosporus and the Darda- 
nelles imperiously demanding the right to 
re-enter Europe, and the return of Con- 
stantinople and Thrace. The Allies have 
practically conceded these demands. Is it 
still possible to deprive him of the con- 
trol of the entrance to the Black Sea, a 
position of advantage which he so signally 
misused in 1914? 

The Gallipoli peninsula is the answer to 
this question. It is the key to the whole 
political and military situation in Turkey, 
a fact which may be inferred from the des- 
perate efforts made by the Allies to capture 
it in 1915, and from the resolution of the 
Turks to give up Constantinople in case 
the Allies were successful in their attacks.

Importance of Peninsula. 


The war brought out the tremendous im- 
portance of this peninsula. Whoever con- 
trols the Gallipoli peninsula controls the 
Dardanelles; whoever controls the Darda- 
nelles controls the only passageway by 
water to Constantinople, the Black Sea 
and its tributaries, and the vast continen- 
tal tracts of Eastern Europe and Western 
Asia with a population greater than that 
of all North America. 

Mr. Lloyd George ‘has stated that Great 
Britain will hold Chanak, on the Asiatic 
side of the Dardanelles, and Gallipoli, un- 
til she can turn the possession and absé- 
lute control of the straits over to some 
international body like the League of Na- 
tions—not however, until she has assured 
herself that the League or other agency 
possesses the power to exercise the proper 








degree of mastery over the straits. * The 
occupation of Gallipoli and the Chanak 
position by the “Allies” or by the League 
of Nations means virtually the occupation 
by England alone, since the other nations, 
as we have recently seen are liable to with- 
draw their troops in times of crisis, either 
through unreasoning fear or because they 
have sold their freedom of action for a 
mess of pottage. 


Natural Defenses of Dardanelles. 


Politically, the Dardanelles, the far-famed 
Hellespont of the ancients, is the most im- 
portant water channel in the world. The 
narrow part of the straits from the village 
of Gallipoli to the Aegean is thirty-three 
miles in length; the breadth varies from 
1,400 yards at the Narrows, about sixteen 
miles within the entrance to 7,000 yards, 
about eight miles within the straits. The 
mid-channel depth varies from 150 to 
about 300 feet. A surface current of com- 
paratively fresh water flowing westward 
with a speed of from one to two knots is 
favorable for the defense in the use of 
floating mines. 

The straits are defended by two groups 
of forts, one at the entrance/jfrom the 
Aegean and the other at the; Narrows. 
The real defense against the passage of 
ships lies at the Narrows, where, as Enver 
Pasha has remarked, “the difficult water- 
way deprives ships of their power to 
maneuver freely and obliges them to move 
in a narrow defile commanded by artillery 
and mines.” ‘The Gallipoli hills form a 
natural fortress defending the Narrows 
forts. 

The Gallipoli peninsula is a tongue of 
hilly land about fifty-three miles long 
which lies between the Aegean Sea and 
the Dardanelles. It is almost impregna- 
ble because it is well-nigh unapproachable, 
whether the Turks hold it as a land power 
or the Allies hold it with the assistance of 
their ships. It consists of masses of steep, 
barren, rocky heights attaining alti.udes 
from 300 to 1,000 feet. It varies in 
breadth from four and one-half miles at 
the Isthmus of Bulair, where it joins the 
continent of Europe, to twelve miles in 
the vicinity of the Narrows. It has not 
sufficient water for a large force. 

The hills are so steep that to reach their 
summits is a matter of sheer climbing, 
and the communications are so bad that 
the usual way from village to village is 
not by land, but by boat along the shores. 
The number of -landing places, however, is 
small, and they may be easily defended 
and converted into veritable death traps. 

As the high ground on the peninsula 


commands the Asiatic shore, the possession 
of the peninsula goes far towards assur- 
ing the passage of the straits. The Allied 
fleets would not venture into the Black 
Sea in the Crimean War until their mili- 
tary forces were put into possession of 
the Isthmus of Bulair, at the head of the 
peninsula, lest Turkey might turn against 
a and hold up their ships at the Darda- 
nelles. 


Chanak an Important Position. 


To assure the defense of Gallipoli the 
British consider it necessary to hold a 
position at Chanak, a town of 22,000 peo- 
ple on the Asiatic shore at the Narrows 
and the most important place in the Dar- 
danelles. It was here that Xerxes, Alex- 
ander and the Goths crossed the Helles- 
pont, and the Turks themselves came this 
way when they entered Europe a century 
before they finally captured Constanti- 
nople. 

It is generally conceded, and history 
demonstrates, that if the Western naval 
powers control the Dardanelles it is no 
very hard matter to open the way through 
the Bosporus to the Black Sea, since Con- 
stantinople lies on the shores of the Sea 
of Marmora, at the southern entrance to 
the Bosporus, and is as defenseless against 
attack from the water as our lake ports 
would be against armed vessels on the 
Great Lakes. The Sea of Marmora is 110 
miles in length from east to west and forty 
miles in breadth at its widest part. 

The Bosporus is the river-like connec- 
tion between the Sea of Marmora and the 
Black Sea. It is seventeen miles long and 
varies in breadth from one-half to one and 
one-half miles. Constantinople is doomed 
whenever Allied battleships enter the Sea 
of Marmora, and the terror which they 
can exercise upon the Moslem rulers of 
Constantinople will always assure the 
passage of the Bosporus. 

If the Allies gave up Thrace to the 
Turks and continued to hold Constanti- 
nople against them the Allies would have 
to be prepared to man the Chataldja lines 
west and northwest of the city, which 
would require an army, and somewhat 
similar lines on the Asiatic shore. In ad- 
dition they would have to hold the Galli- 
poli peninsula and the Chanak position. 


Gallipoli Easily Held. 


The especial merit of Gallipoli as a per- 
manent peace station is that it may be 
held with a comparatively small garrison, 
| in view of its great strength as a defensi- 





ble position, the ease with which small war 
vessels may patrol around its shores, and

bating the remainder of the Balkan na- 
tions. In any of these three events the 
first theater of operations will undoubt- 
edly be the ancient battlefields of the 
Near East where Turk and Christian 
have battled for supremacy for centuries. 
This probable location of the outbreak of 
a new conflagration is outlined upon the 
accompanying map. 


Britain versus Turkey. 


In the event of the Turko-British con- 
flict England must first give battle along 
the Gallipoli and Ismid peninsulas. The 
Situation at Chanak is by this time prob- 
ably so well fortified that stout resistance 
can be offered there, though the presence 
of heavy land artillery would doubtless 
drive the British across the Dardanelles 
In case of a protracted campaign. 

The British are handicapped at present 
by the limits of the neutral zone, which 
prevent them from fortifying a “bridge- 
head” of sufficient magnitude to remove 
their naval lines of support from heavy 
artillery range. Even if driven from Cha- 
nak, however, it was demonstrated during 
the World War that the Gallipoli penin- 
sula can be held indefinitely. The lines 
of support there would be entirely naval 
and a garrison could be easily supplied. 

Ismid is a different proposition, how- 
ever, and its vulnerability would doubt- 
fess mean the speedy evacuation of Con- 
8tantinople. 

Should the British permit the Turks to 
ecupy Thrace before hostilities started 
the Queen City on the Bosphorus could be 
Placed in a state of siege at the beginning, 
with Turkish lines encircling it on both 





the Scutari and Chataldja sides. Since 
no railroad communications would be 
available in either case, and the water 
lines would be susceptible to artillery and 
aerial bombardment, it does 
probable that the British could long oc- 
cupy the city. 

Such a conflict would then probably 
soon resolve itself into a siege of Gallipoli 
and a campaign against the Anglo-Greek 
armies in the vicinity of the Maritza 
river. 


A New Balkan War. 


In case the Balkan disputes were for- 
gotten the campaigns of 1912 would doubt- 
less be repeated upon a more limited scale. 
If a united Balkan League took the field, 
the Greeks would doubtless once more ad- 
vance from Salonica and meet their an- 
cient enemies along one of the lines 
formed by the Vardar, Struma or Kara 
rivers. The Jugo-Slavs, fired by memories 
of Uskub and Kumanovo, would probably 
send troops to the assistance of the 
Greeks and aid the Bulgarians and Ru- 
manians in an effort to localize the con- 
flict south of the Rhodope mountains, or 
at least below the Balkan range, while 
the Bulgarians would once more drive 
south toward Adrianople and the glorious 
fields of Kirk Kilissé and Lulé Burgas. 


Turko-Bulgarian Possibilities. 


Should Bulgaria take the field on the 
side of Turkey, however, the possibilities 
of the resulting conflict are numerous. 
Turkish invasion of Greece by way of 
Salonica would probably be accompanied 
by a Bulgarian drive on Bucharest and 
another toward Nish, and thence toward

either Scutari or Belgrade. In such a 
ease the conflict for the “Berlin-Bagdad” 
railroad. so-called, running through Con- 
stantinople-Sofia-Nish-Belgrade, as a line 
of supply would probably be a strategy- 
determinant of the first order. The Dan- 
ube river and the Rhodope mountains, 
especially in Bulgaria and Jugo-Slavia, 
form natural barriers which would be 
likely to outline the first battle lines. 

Such are the possibilities which the 
present situation presents to military 
eyes. The threatening war clouds still 
hang upon the horizon and the flame of 
battle may soon illumine their dark in- 
terior as cross and crescent join in the 
conflict which centuries of strife have 
still left undetermined. The agreement to 
let the Turks occupy Thrace does not 
settle the question. It merely postpones 
the time when one of the three eventuali- 
ties will materialize. 


TURKISH NATIONALISTS AND ALLIES 
SIGN ARMISTICE AT MUDANIA. 


The armistice convention between the 
Turks and Allied powers was signed at 
Mudania on Oct. 10. The representatives 
of all the powers concerned affixed their 
signatures to the revised protocol, which 
General Harington, British representative, 
had presented for. acceptance to Ismet 
Pasha and which the Turkish Nationalist 
delegate had forwarded to the Angora 
government for its decision. 

General Harington had informed Ismet 
Pasha that the convention cmbodied Great 
Britain’s last word, and that the other 
powers gave their unqualified support to 





the terms. 
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the ease and certainty with which rein- 
forcements may be sent to it im case of 
necessity. The permanent garrison would 
probably not greatly exceed the average 
garrison which Great Britain has main- 
tained in some of her larger overseas naval 
bases. 

Deprived of his sacred capital and iso- 
lated in the wilds and desolation of Asia 
Minor, the Turk gained in 
strength, in aggressiveness and in 
ness, because he presented no hostage to 
fortune through which the Western pow- 
ers could exercise control over his lawless 
instincts. There seems to be no practica- 
ble middle ground between subj him 
to ruthless conquest, on the one and 
recognizing his sovereignty over the dis- 
tricts and cities where his nationals con- 
stitute a majority of the population, on 
the other. By giving him control and 9 
sponsibility over Constantinople 
Thrace he will have a vulnerable frontier 
to defend in Burope and a population that 
will demand his protection. From the 
military point of view his position the 
world will be immeasurably weakened, 
provided, of course, that the Allies retain 
possession of Chanak and the Gallipoli 
peninsula. , 


Must Hold Dardanelles. . 


It would be sheer madness to surrender 
control of the Dardanelles to the Turk. 
No promise of Turkey is of any value. 
Treaties guaranteeing the neutrality of 
waterways like the Suez Canal and the 
Dardanelles are valueless whenever the 
powers most immediately concerned are 
belligerents. The European powers were 
under treaty obligations to guarantee the 
neutrality of the Suez Canal; but no one 
remembered the treaty when Turkey was 
attacking the canal early in 1915 and the 
British were using it as a wet ditch in 
front of a part of their military position 
to resist the Turkish advance. 3 

The British do not desire war. They 
will do almost anything to avoid a war 
with the Turks on account of its influence 
upon the great Moslem population living 
within the British Empire; but both the 
British government and the British people 
are ready to go to war at any time to pre- 
vent the Dardanelles from falling again 
into Turkish hands. If the Western pow- 
ers, which have so hastily withdrawn 
their troops before the advance of the vic- 
torious Turks, could look ahead to the 
next great world crisis they would see that 
it would be no less to their advantage to 
take steps to prevent a repetition of the 
events of 1914 in the Near East. 


Situation 


At the session of the conference on Oct. 
9 Ismet Pasha expressed dissatisfaction 
with the terms the Allies offered. He said 
to General Harington: - 

“But your new armistice convention is 
in contradiction to the assurances given 
to me by General Charpy. The conven- 
tion, instead of paving the way for peace, 
only makes matters worse.” 


Fourteen Points of the Armistice. 


The armistice contains these specifica- 


tions: 
I—That the Greek evacuation of Thrace 
shall be carried out within about fifteen days. 
Il.—tThat the Greek civil authorities, ° 
cluding the gendarmerie, shall be withdrawn 
as soon as possible. 
III.—That as the Greek authorities with- 
draw the civil powers shall be handed over to 
the allied authorities who shall transmit them 
to the Turkish authorities on the same day. 
IV.—tThat this transfer shall be wholly con- 
cluded throughout Eastern Thrace within a 
minimum period of thirty days after the evacu- 
ation of the Greek troops has been concluded, 
V.—tThat the civil authorities of the Angora 
Government shall be accompanied by such 
forees of the Nationalist gendarmerie as are 
strictly necessary for the maintenance of law, 
order and local security. The total strength 
of these officers. and men shall be left to the 
discretion of the Nationalists, subject to the 
approval by the Allies. : 
VI—tThat the various operations in the 
withdrawal of the Greek troops and the trans- 
fer of the civil administration shall be carried 
out under the direction of the interallied mis- 
sions, located in the principal centers. These 
missions will do their utmost to prevent ex- 
cesses of any kind. s 
VII.—That in addition to these missions, 
allied contingents shall occupy Eastern ‘Thrace. 
These contingents, amounting to about seven 
battalions, will insure the maintenance of law

Army and Navy Journal 
Widely Quoted by Press 


The charges recently made by the Army 
AND Navy JourNAL that the War De- 
.partment sub-committee of the House Ap- 
propriations Committce was secretly plan- 
ning to make further cuts in the Army 
and Navy have caused considerable com- 
ment not only in Congressional circles, 
but in the newspapers of the country, a 
few quotations from which are printed 


re. 

Under the heading, “Whacking the 
Army Again,” the Providence (R.I.) 
Evening Bulletin of Oct. 5 printed an edi- 
torial on the subject, in which it quoted 
Mr. Madden, chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, as follows: 

“The committee has formed no plan of 
any kind. We propose to act on the facts 
when they are presented us. Attempts 
to prejudice the public mind in regard to 
the prospective work of the committee are 
unfair, unjustifiable and indecent.” 

The Bulletin adds: “It is rather strong 
language that Mr. Madden is using in his 
attempts to defend the Appropriations 
Committee. Evidently some of the pub- 
lie criticism which has been directed at 

meddlers who are building up a paper- 
work Army has gotten ‘under the skin’ of 
this irate chairman. It is an encourag- 
ing sign. Up to this time a great many 
observers have been wondering whether 
the Appropriations Committee knew there 
was such a thing as public opinion. Evi- 
dently it does.” 

In a signed article in the New York 
Tribune of Sept. 30 Carter Field, the 
Tribune's Washington correspondent, said: 

“Charges that a secret agreement for 
slashing reductions in the Army and Navy 
has been reached by House members hav- 
ing that legislation in charge were made 
in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL issued 
to-day. Army and Navy circles were pro- 
foundly shocked at the charges, it having 
been assumed that since the fight of the 
last session, when President Harding 

- stood squarely back of Chairman Wads- 
worth of the Senate Military Committee 
in his fight against the slashing policy of 
the House, the greatest danger had passed.

According to the reports of Col. R. H. 
Pierson, G.S., who is making an inspec- 
tion of the large posts and camps, Camp 
Bragg has all of the advantages of a city 
with those of a large country place added. 
Brig. Gen. A. J. Bowley, U.S.A., the com- 
manding officer of the camp, is doing 
splendid work in maintaining the morale 
of his force, in the opinion of Colonel 
Pierson. 

The report of Colonel Pierson to the 
War Department is of the most flattering 
character. He declares that there are no 
knockers at Camp Bragg and both officers 
and men insist that it is the best camp 
in the Army. Colonel Pierson says that 
the officers and enlisted men take pride in 
the camp, and that they have even secured 
the co-operation of the ciyilian population 
at Fayetteville in building up the camp. 

Colonel Pierson describes how the com- 
mand, without expense to the Government, 
has used its salvaged material from Camp 
Jackson in building up Camp Bragg. 
Among the institutions which are being 
maintained at the camp are a green house, 
tennis courts, forage farm, a stock farm, 
camp theater, a playground for children 
and a graded school the year around. The 
graded school is maintained through the 
co-operation with the civil authorities. 
The appropriation for regular schools is 
turned over to the camp and the command 
has added to this fund so as to increase 
the terms of school and facilities of the 
institution.

REFUNDING PAY DEDUCTIONS 
TO CERTAIN ENLISTED MEN. 


The bill H.R. 8475, approved Sept. 22, 
1922, provides: 

That all payments heretofore made in good 
faith to enlisted men while in active service by 
reason of rm por | contained in that portion 
of the proviso of Sec. 4b of the act approved 
June 4, 1920, reading, “That nothing in this 
section shall operate to reducé the pay which 
any enlisted man is now receiving during his 
current enlistment and while he holds his pres- 
ent grade,” be, and the same hereby are, vali- 
dated for all purposes, irrespective of whether 
-such payments conform to decisions of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury or the General Account- 
ing Office; and such payments shall be passed 
by the proper accounting officers of the United 
States to the credit of the disbursing officers 
making the same. Any sums of money which 
may have been deducted from the pay of any 
enlisted man on account of any such payment 
validated by this act shall be refunded. 


ARMY AVIATORS SET NEW RECORD; 
STAY UP MORE THAN 35 HOURS. 


Lieuts. John A. Macready and Oakley 
Kelly, in the monoplane T-2, landed at 
Rockwell Field on Oct. 6, having broken 
all known records for sustained flight in 
the heavier-than-air flying machine. They 
were in the air thirty-five hours, eighteen 
minutes and thirty seconds. The previ- 
ous record was twenty-six-hours, nineteen 
minutes and thirty-five seconds. 

When the aviators hopped off they in- 
tended to attempt a non-stop flight to New 
York in twenty-six to thirty hours, but 
heavy fog over the first mountain ranges 
caused them to potspone the attempt. But 
the huge motor of the T-2 was working 
nicely and they decided to remain in the 
air for an endurance test. They spent the 
day and night circling about the vicinity 
of San Diego.

officer at the Philadelphia Navy Yard for 
the past eighteen months, has been de- 
tached and ordered to the U.S.S. Childs 
as executive officer.

ENDURANCE RIDE FOR 1922

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Field Artillery School 
Under Way at Fort Sill 


The consolidation of the Field Artillery 
School at Fort Sill, and the elimination 
of the basic course at Camp Knox have 
necessitated a reorganization of the bat- 
tery officers’ course along several very im- 
portant lines. Since every Field Artillery 
officer in the Army is at some time or 
other destined to be assigned to Fort Sill 
and attend one of the schools, it is believed 
that a knowledge of the working of the 
battery officers’ and other courses will 
prove not only advantageous to every Field 
Artillery man, but to all officers who are 
interested in the school system of the 
Army. 

The battery commander’s course com- 
menced Sept. 15 and is to last until June 
15, 1923. The currieulum is divided into 
four departutents—tactics, gunnery, ani- 
mal transportation and matériel. 

For the year 1922-23 the courses in tac- 
tics are approximately what they were 
the previous year. The significance that 
is given this department is illustrated best 
by the fact that 498 hours are devoted to 
this department out of 1,422 hours allotted 
to the entire course. Tactical problems 
are given the greatest number of hours. 
Topography and communications are also 
handled by this department. The course 
in field engineering has been dropped, but 
in other respects this department re- 
sembles very closely its work of previous 
years. 

The department of gunnery has been 
cut roughly from about 500 to 400 hours. 
Practical instruction in smoke bomb and 
service practice has, however, remained 
the same; over 200 hours being devoted 
to this outdoor work. ‘The reduction was 
made principally in the number and 
length of examinations. A very interest- 
ing phase of gunnery offered to the mem- 
bers of the battery officers’ course this 
year is aerial observation. During the 
course it is proposed to give each officer at 
least three flights by airplane. Demon- 
strations in bombing and airplane obser- 
vations will be had and will be held in 
connection with the tactical problems. Ad- 
justment of fire from the air will be had 
under scheduled service practice. The use 
of air photo mosaic in the preparation of 
firing data will be demonstrated in con- 
nection with orientation and topography. 
This course in gunnery is also to include 
instruction in the firing battery and the 
duties of the. executive, one of the sub- 
jects priorly given a great deal of empha- 
sis at the Camp Knox school. 

The department of animal transporta- 
tion has received the greatest expansion of 
all. In the 1921-22 course only sixty-nine 
hours were devoted to this work. Realiz- 
ing the importance of the science of horse- 
manship to the Army officers—particu- 
larly since among civilians the subject is 
becoming rather neglected—the course has 
been increased to approximately 
hours. 

The department of matériel covers the 
same field as before except that there is to 
be no course given in chemistry.

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Lieut. Gorton Wins 
Curtiss Flying Trophy 


Lieut. A. W. Gorton, U.S.N., on Oct. 8 
won the Curtiss marine flying trophy race 
at Detroit with an average speed for the 
eight twenty-mile laps of 112.65 miles an 
hour. Bight airplanes piloted by aviators 
of the Navy and Marine Corps staried. 

Lieut. H. A. Elliott, U.S.N., won sec- 
ond place and Lieut. L. H. Sanderson, 
Marine Corps, won the prize for the best 
average speed in the air. 

The race was not so much a speed event 
as a contest demanding good piloting. One 
of the difficult maneuvering feats required 
was that at the end of the fifth, sixth and 
seventh laps each pilot should bring his 
machine down to the water and “taxi’’ over 
a 1,200-foot stretch before making a hair- 
pin turn and again taking the air. 

Lieutenant Sanderson had the race won 
until a mile from the finish line on his 
last lap, when he was forced to land with 
an empty gasoline tank. His average 
speed in the air was 125% miles an hour. 
He piloted a Curtiss 18-T triplane. 

Gorton, winner of the trophy, who was 
the only one to finish the race except 
Elliott, piloted a Navy TR-1 seaplane, 
equipped with a 220-horsepower Lawrence 
radial air-cooled motor. His average 
speed in the air for the first three laps, 
during which the contestants were not 
compelled to “taxi” on the water, was 
117.8 miles an hour. Elliott’s average 
speed was 109 miles an hour. 

Of the six airplanes that failed to fin- 
ish the race two were damaged in forced 
landings. 

Lieut. Rutledge Irvine’s plane became 
uncontrollable when the left wing pon- 
toon became loosened. He brought it down 
on a huge pile of coal. The machine was 
partly wrecked, but the pilot was unhurt. 

Lieut. David Rittenhouse had to make 





-a quick landing when his propeller broke 


in mid-air. 
Navy Planes Make Fast Time. 


Speed exceeding 200 miles an hour has 
been reached by the airplanes in which 
Navy aviators have been training for par- 
ticipation in the air races at Detroit. Re- 
porting such results to the Navy Depart- 
ment, the aviators who have been engaged 
in testing these speed marvels state that 
the limit of speed at which a man can 
travel through the air and still maneuver 
and control the plane which he pilots has 
apparently been reached. 

Reports of performances in these high 
speed machines, submitted to Rear Ad- 
miral William A. Moffett, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics, are little short of 
amazing, showing that speed of over 200 
miles an hour has been repeatedly re- 
corded. Previous high records have been 
exceeded in many successive flights. 

Ensign Alfred Williams of the Navy, 
in recent tests with the Curtiss Navy 
racer, made a turn of 180 degrees in three 
and one-half seconds, which means that 
while traveling at approximately 200 
miles an hour the direction of the airplane 
was completely reversed inside of that 
period. The effect of this maneuver on 
the pilot was to cause him to lose con- 
sciousness for an instant. 


Lose Control of Senses. 


Pilots of these high speed machines have 
reported to the Navy that in making such 
turns they have lost all control of the 
senses. The ability to see, feel or think 
has been temporarily lost, and instinct 
alone, they say, guides them in handling 
the controls. 

Naval aviation experts have made some 
interesting comparisons giving a concep- 
tion of what is meant by a speed of over 
200 miles an hour. Traveling the distance 
of one city block in a second, they say, 
would approximate this speed. The speed 
of the outer rim of the airplane’s propeller 
is about 900 feet a second, and this is only 
two and a half times greater than the 
speed of the plane through the air. 

According to naval aviation experts, 
this represents an efficiency of 82 per 
cent., or about 8 per cent. greater than the 
efficiency of the best marine propeller. In 
other words, they say, aeronautical engi- 
neers have now equalled and passed by a 
considerable margin in driving ships 
through the air the best results that had 
been previously attained by marine engi- 
neers and naval constructors in driving 
ships through water. 


Army Flier Makes 220 Miles. 


Details of the test flight of one of the 
Army’s new airplanes, the Army-Curtiss 
racer No. 2, held at Curtiss Field, Garden 
City, L.I.. Oct. 3, revealed that Lieut. R. 
Il. Maughan piloted the airplane over a 
straightaway kilometer course at the rate 
of 220.458 miles an hour. 

[he official report of the test was given 
out on Oct. 7 upon the arrival at Selfridge 
Field of Lieutenant Maughan and the 
record-breaking racer, which will be one 
of the twenty-three contenders for the F’u- 
litzer trophy Oct. 14 at Detroit. 

The racer is a. biplane, powered by a 
Curtiss model D-12 motor of 375 horsc- 
power. The wings measure cnly nincteen 
feet and the body is eighteen feet eleven 
inches long. 

e record of Lieutenant Maughan re- 
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veals that the centrifugal pull rendered 
him unconscious for a few scconds during 
his flight. 

The electrically timed kilometer was 
placed in a ten-mile straightaway. The 
first dash was made in 10.4 seconds, or at 
the rate of 215.1 miles an hour; the sec- 
ond was made in 10 seconds flat, or at the 
rate of 223.704 miles an hour; tke third 
in 10.2, or 219.318 miles an hour, and the 
fourth in 10 flat. The average, computed 
to offset any wind advantage, gave the 
official record of 220.458 wiles an hour. 
The propeller was screwing ahead only 
12 per cent faster than it was pulling the 
plane. 


Unconscious in Turn of Plane. 


Course conditions were the same as 
those under which Sadi Lacointe estab- 
lished a record of 212.74 miles an hour in 
France several weeks ago. 

During the Garden City flight Lieuten- 
ant Maughan made a right angie turn, a 
feat which many experts beli2vel impos- 
sible. 

Discussing the flight, C. Roy Keys, vice 
president and general manager of the Cur- 
tiss Aeroplane and M>»tor Corporation, 
said that he asked the pilot what he was 
doing when he turned at right angles. 
Lieutenant Maughan was uwnabie to ex- 
plain it because it occurred while he was 
unconscious, stunned by the centrifngal 
pull, 


NAVY GOES TO RESCUE 
OF REFUGEES AT SMYRNA. 


A dispatch received at the Navy Depart- 
ment Oct. 7 stated that a detachment of 
American bluejackets from the U.S.S. 
Utah had landed at Smyrna to protect 
and organize a transportation and com- 
munication system to various American 
institutions in and about the vicinity. 
Under the supervision of American naval 
officers, American detachments gave pro- 
tection to thousands of refugees by escort- 
ing them from outside points of the burn- 
ing city to the quay, from which point 
they were taken on board various vessels 
engaged in evacuation work. 

United States destroyers also took a 
prominent part in this relief work. The 
tireless work of the American officials to 
relieve the suffering at Smyrna has been 
highly complimented by all nationalities. 
Following is the dispatch which the de- 
partment received from the U.S.S. Utah: 

“American sailors landed ashore at 
Smyrna from destroyers of this detach- 
ment to protect American institutions. 
Navy took over number of trucks and au- 
tomobiles volunteered by Americans and 
organized transportation and communica- 
tion system to American institutions in 
city and neighboring villages. Night of 
fire co-operated with Allies in taking 
aboard limit of capacity hundreds of refu- 
gees rescued from fire and water. Sailors 
escorted thousands of refugees through 
burning city to quay, from which point 
they evacuated. American officers took 
initiative forming liaison between relief 
organizations and Turkish officials with- 
out which liaison but little assistance 
could have been rendered. Destroyers 
took active part in evacuation of Chris- 
tian population of Smyrna, Chesma, 
Voirla and Mudania. About 200 Ameri- 
can citizens and about 12,000 Greeks and 
Armenians. Navy provided transporta- 
tion for relief workers and provisions to 
Smyrna and Mudania, Chesma, Mityline, 
Redosta, Salonica and Pireius; also only 
means communication these points. De- 
stroyers directed movements Greek ships 
into Turkish ports then initiated measures 
for embarking 200,000 refugees. Men 
uniting in their efforts and their work, 
which still continues, subject to highest 
praise of all nationalities.” 


SECOND LIEUTENANTS NEEDED 
IN REGULAR ARMY. 


Early in July of this year the War De- 
partment announced that final examina- 
tions for appointment of sécond lieuten- 
ants in the Regular Army would be held 
the week beginning Oct. 23, 1922. Up to 
Oct. 2 the total number of possible candi- 
dates so far estimated is only 75 per cent. 
of the vacancies that will probably exist 
on Jan. 1, 1923. The Army Appropria- 
tion act provided for 1,771 second lieuten- 
ants of the promotion list branches. This 
examination, however, is not for an an- 
nounced number of vacancies. 

On Jan. 1, 1923, existing vacancies in 
the grade of second lieutenant will be a 
great deal more than sufficient to provide 
for the qualified candidates. Appoint- 
ments of successful candidates will be ten- 
dered as soon as possible after the first of 
the new year. The examination beginning 
on Oct. 23, 1922, will be open to all classes 
of eligibles for appointment in the follow- 
ing branches: 

Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast 
Artillery Corps, Corps of Engineers, Air 
Service, Signal Corps, Quartermaster 
Corps, Ordnance Department, Chemical 
Warfare Service, Finance Department and 
Philippine Scouts. 

The age at the time of appointment 
must be between 21 and 30 years and the 
candidate must be a citizen of the United 
States. At the time of the final exami- 





nation the candidate must be in one of 
the following classes: 

1. A warrant officer or enlisted man of 
the Regular Army, having had not less 
than two years’ service as such. 

2. A Reserve Corps officer or a member 
of the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

3. An officer, warrant officer or enlisted 
man of the National Guard. 

4. A graduate of a civilian educational 
or technical institutien approved by the 
Secretary of War. 

Any civilian of the required age who 
passes the preliminary examination which 
is now being held at various posts in the 
different corps areas. All graduates of 
the U.S. Naval Academy who may apply 
for the examination and all “honor grad- 
uates” of “distinguished colleges” apply- 
ing will be granted exemption from the 
entire mental examination. 

Applications may be submitted at any 
military post or station, or to the com- 
manding general in any corps area. All 
civilian applicants are expected to secure 
information as to the scope and details of 
the examination by either writing to or 
ealling at any military post or station. 
Letters will be addressed to the command- 
ing officer of the post or station. 

Successful candidates who enter the 
Regular Army at this time will become 
officers of the Regular Service at a very 
propitious time. Reorganization of the 
officer personnel gives to the young officer 
entering the military service a bright fu- 
ture in an honorable profession with pros- 
pects of advancement both in grade and 
income in future years.

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HOUSING CONDITIONS AT BENNING 
STILL FAR FROM SATISFACTORY. 


Since the establishment of the Infantry 
School at Fort Benning, Ga., in 1919, the 
personnel on duty at this station has been 
handicapped by a lack of proper housing 
conditions. Although in hearings before 
committees and in reports Congress has 
been told of the great work which is be- 
ing accomplished at the school and the 
urgent need of adequate quarters for the 
students, instructors and the officers and 
enlisted men stationed there, the pleadings 
of the War Department have not been 
given much consideration. 

It is true that a small appropriation 
was made for the erection of quarters for 
officers, but this construction will take 
eare of but a handful. At the Tank School, 
Camp Meade, Md., the personnel is being 
housed in war time buildings which re- 
quire constant repair, are difficult to heat 
and which afford a most unsatisfactory 
method of living. 

It is estimated that there are 5,000 men 
at Fort Benning, two-thirds of whom are 
living in tents. It will soon be four years 
since the Infantry School was established 
and still totally inadequate housing condi- 
tions exist. Senators and Congressmen 
are fully aware of the great accomplish- 
ments of the Infantry School and the 
great work it is doing for the country the 
year round. It is hoped that at the next 
session Congress will see the needs of 
Benning and be more liberal in its ap- 
propriations for the much needed construc- 
tion at this post. 





DEVELOPING NEW INSTRUMENT 
FOR AIR NAVIGATION, 


Working in conjunction with the Bureau 
of Standards, the Signal Corps has been 
conducting research and development work 
for some time on a radio compass which 
will fit the needs of aircraft, the principle 
being that an airship, whether on its cor- 
rect course or not, would be able to fly 
towards its objective by determining on 
the ship the direction of received signals 
from a station at the objective point. This 
form of radio development work, which 
has been progressing steadily for use on 
ships at sea, will enable them to know 
their exact position when approaching 
land. 
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Announcement Expected 
From Dickman Board 


An announcement is expected some day 
next week from the Dickman board as to 
the limit which it will go in its demotion 
policy. The board, as War Department 
Circular 197 indicates, hag been working - 
in this direction. This announcement will 
give the extreme limit that will be neces- 


- sary to go in order to work out the demo- 


tion scheme which the board has deter- 
mined upon in the next few days. 

For instance, the announcement would 
indicate the highest major, captain and 
first lieutenant who is liable to be de- 
moted. In all probability the board will go 
higher up on the list in these three grades 
than will eventually be required in a de- 
motion scheme. The purpose of making 
this announcement will be to give the offi- 
cers who do not desire to accept a com- 
mission in a lower grade an opportunity 
to apply for a discharge. nder the 
Comptroller General’s decision an officer 
cannot apply for a discharge after the or- 
der for his demotion has been issued. He 
then either must accept a commission in 
a lower grade or he automatically goes 
out of the Service. There is a legal fic- 
tion that an officer is out of the Service. 
between the times that he leaves the upper 
grade and accepts a commission in the 
lower grade. : 

It is not believed that there will be v 
many applications for discharge from off. 
cers who are indicated as liable to be de- 
This conclusion is reached from 
the fact that a number of officers who 
have asked for discharge have withdrawn 
their applications. Furthermore, under 
the Curry-Anthony act demoted officers 
will retain their present pay and 
ances in the lower grades. While 
present prospects for promotion are de- 
pressing, it is frequently emphasized at 
the War Department that the end of Army 
legislation is not yet. At the same 
the Dickman board and the War Depart- 
ment, as indicated by its circular, are 
anxious to give the demoted officers an op- 
portunity to get out of the Service under 
the most favorable circumstances if any 
of them decide not to accept commissions 
in a lower grade. ; 

After the demotion scheme has worked 
out it is believed that the Dickman board 
will then be able to determine whether it 
is necessary to make any more elimina- 
tions from the promotion list. It is said 
that the board has about approached this 
point and some of the members believe 
that the strength of the les can be ad- 
justed without any additional elimination. 

The Adjutant General’s Department 
has sent out all of the orders for the can- 
cellation of former orders for the separa- 
tion of officers from the active list and 
the Service. Some of these may not have 
been received as yet by the cfficers affected 
but all have been mailed. It is believed 
there will be a few additional can- 
cellations, but to what extent this will be 
will not be determined until after the de- 
motion process is completed. There may 
be a few cases to clear up even as late as 
the middle or the latter part of December. 
The board will probably be in session un- 
til the last week of December, although 
this has not yet been decided:

The summer school was un- 
usually successful, having, because of its 
intensive plan of instruction, been en- 
abled to certify all but seventeen boys out 
of a total of 270 taking the school courses.

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THE OLD NON-COM. 


To tne Eprror: 

In reference to the editorial in the 
JouRNAL of Sept. 16, under the heading, 
“Save the Non-commissioned Officers,” 
there is another phase of this question to 
which your attention is invited and which 
was evidently overlooked in your treat- 
ment of the matter, i.e., that there have 
been a large number of non-commissioned 
officers already reduced since the first or- 
der for reduction was issued in 1921, who, 
I am confident, in the majority of cases 
were by reason of the length and quality 
of their services entitled to as much con- 
sideration as the N.C.Os.. carried surplus 
at the present time. 

To illustrate this I will cite an actual 
case (which is by no means an isolated 
one, as the D.E.M.L. is full of similar 
cases). A man serving as sergeant, first 
class, in 1917, was appointed first lieu- 
tenant, in July of that year and was dis- 
charged a major in 1920. Upon re-enlist- 
ment in his former grade he was assigned 

_to R.O.T.C. duty and appointed master 
sergeant, but was reduced to technical ser- 
geant June 30, 1921. This man is now eli- 
gible for retirement, but instead of being 
able to retire as master sergeant, which it 
would seem his services should entitle him 
to, he finds that there is a surplus in that 
grade which indefinitely blocks all promo- 
tion. A number of those master ser- 
geants were privates or non-commissioned 
of the lower grades with comparatively 
little service in the Army at the time of 
our entrance into the orld War, they 
being promoted after the other N.C.Os. 
had been commissioned. 

There is oad another class of non-com- 
missioned officers who will suffer if pro- 
motions to the senior grade and even to 
the second and third grades are indefinitely 
suspended, I mean those non-commissioned 
who prior to the war were selected for 
their special fitness and assigned as in- 
structors with the National Guard and 
important recruiting centers, where the 
highest grade allowed was that of ser- 
geant. These old timers served as com- 
missioned officers during the war. Where 
will they now come in for retirement with 
the three higher grades carrying a surplus 
of war-time appointees? 

That a hardship will be imposed on any 
man who is demoted is very true, but if 
it is an injustice and a hardship to de- 
mote men of seven or eight years’ service, 
more or less, what descriptive terms 
should be used when men at the end of 
their thirty years find themselves up 
against the following conditions: 

(1). By the wording of Section 127-A, 
National Defense act, they are excluded 
from the benefits given other men for like 
service. 

(2). Were reduced in grade by the first 
order issued for the reduction of non- 
commissioned officers (the order being sus- 
pended soon after their reduction). 

(3). All chances for promotion lost by 
reason of such suspension, which allows a 
surplus in the senior grade which will not 
be absorbed under normal conditions for 
several years. d 

It is very evident that in attesting the 
conditions existing at present in the high- 
er non-commissioned officer grades, some 
must suffer. The question then is this, 
will it be a temporary hardship on young 
men in the Service, or a permanent hard- 
ship on the old soldiers who will be com- 
pelled to retire in the lower grades? 

In conclusion it is requested that the 
passage of the Capper bill be strongly 
urged on Congress. is would correct at 
least one injustice imposed on the old N. 
©.0. who served as a commissioned offi- 
cer during the World War.

Each case could stand on its own merit, 
gomething like the commissioned person- 
nel. The thing is that there are hundreds 
of old men being retained in the Service 
who if they were officers would be re- 
tired on physical disability at the Gov- 
ernment’s expense. 

It is just as necessary for an enlisted 
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man to be physically fit as it is for an 
officer. There are many men that wo 
not desire to retire if they had an oppor- 


tunity. A large number who did would 
be anxious to take part duri training 
season in such work as they would be phy- 


sically able and qualified to do. If the 
enlisted men will all ask their Congress- 
men to support the Fish bill or some 
slight modification we will get somewhere. 
God helps those who help themselves.

THE SANTIAGO CAMPAIGN. 
To THe Eprror: 





The U.S. Infantry Journal for Septem- |- 


ber publishes an address given at a din- 
ner of the Society of Santiago de Cuba at 
the Army and Navy Club in Washington 
by Brig. Gen. E. J. McClernand, U.S.A., 
retired, who was General Shafter’s adju- 
tant general in the Santiago campaign, in 
which he discusses briefly some of the in- 
side history of the campaign of Santiago 
de Cuba. This address of but two dozen 
printed pages deserves more than passing 
notice. 

Over 270,000 troops were raised in the 
United States for the War with Spain, ‘but 
the actual fighting was practically all done 
by Shafter’s small army corps of about 800 
officers and 16,000 enlisted men. Immedi- 
ately following the war a number of writ- 
ers of distinction placed before the public 
accounts, more or less authentic and valu- 
able, of the operations of the 5th (Shaft- 
er’s) Army Corps, but none of these gave 
the inside history of the campaign as it 
appears in General McClernand’s short 
but valuable contribution to our military 
history, which will be read with interest 
by those who served in the Spanish War, 
and particularly by those who were so for- 
tunate as to participate in the short but 
eventful campaign of Santiago de Cuba. 

It was impossible for General Shafter, 
due to his excessive weight, as well as ill- 
ness during much of the campaign, to 
command in person and to personally di- 
rect the movements of troops in the oper- 
ations about Santiago. 

We had no General Staff in those days; 
therefore the functions usually performed 
by that corps devolved primarily upon the 
adjutant general of the corps (McCler- 
nand), assisted by the aids of the com- 
manding general, of whom Lieutenant 
Miley was the most active. 

A generation had passed since our coun- 
try had been engaged in hostilities other 
than against various Indian tribes in the 


est. 

None of General Shafter’s division and 
brigade commanders, save General Wheeler, 
had ever before held high command in bat- 
tle. That mistakes should have been made 
was, under these circumstances, inevita- 
ble, and as we look back on it now the 
wonder is that we accomplished so much 
with so little loss. 

General McClernand’s account is the 
shortest, one of the most interesting and, 
without disparagement to others, undoubt- 
edly the most reliable contribution yet 
published of the inside history of the cam- 
paign which resulted in driving Spain 
from the place which she had held in the 
western hemisphere since the days of 
Columbus.

and order and act in support of the inter- 
allied missions. 

VIII.—That the withdrawal of the inter- 
allied missions and contingents shall occur in 
thirty days after the completion of the evacu- 
ation of the Greek forces. This eyacuation 
may occur earlier, provided the allied Govern- 
ments are agreed that adequate provision has 
been made for the maintenance of law, order 
and the protection of the non-Turkish popu: 
lation. If the Turkish gendarmerie functions 
normally, the interallied missions and contin- 
gents may be withdrawn before the expiration 
of thirty days. 

IX.—That all troops of the Angora Gov- 
ernment shall be withdrawn outside the zone 
of allied occupation with all possible speed. 
New neutral zones in the Chanak and Ismid 
areas shall be defined by mixed commissions, 
consisting of one officer of each of the allied 
armies and one officer of the Angora Govern- 
ment. 

X.—That im the Constantinople peninsula 
zone the allied occupation shall extend east 
of the following line: Starting at a point on 
the Black Sea seven kilometers to the north- 
west of Podema and then proceeding to 
Strandja, Murtekli, Kichtaglu, Sinrekli, Oara, 
Sinan Tehiftlik, Kadikeu, Yenidje, Fladina 
Tchiftlik and Calicratia. [This carries the 
zone of allied occupation about thirty miles 
westward of the Tchatalja line.| 

XI.—That included in the Gallipoli penin- 
sula zone of allied occupation is all that part 
¢ the peninsula south of the Bakla and Bulair 

ne. 

XII.—That until the withdrawal of the al. 
lied troops and the cessation of allied occu 
pation in each of the zones referred to, the 
Angora Government undertakes to respect said 
zones. 

XIII.—That the Angora Government shall 
undertake not to transport troops into, nor 
raise and maintain an army in Eastern Thrace 
until the ratification of peace. 

XIV.—The present convention shall come 
into force three days after its signature.

Interesting Books 











FRENCH TRANSLATION OF AN AMERICAN 
MEDICAL WORE. 


It is worthy of note that the first book 
to appear from the reconstructed press of 
the yews | of Louvain since the de 
molition of the old one during the war 
should be a translation from the work of 
an American Naval Reserve officer. The 
avthor is William S. Bainbridge, a mem- 
ber of the Medical Corps, where he holds 
the rank of commander, who is, in addi- 
tion, one of the most prominent physicians 
ef New York city. He was a United States 
delegate to the “Congress International 
de Medecine et de Pharmacie Militaires” 
at Brussels last year, and the first copy of 
his book was presented to the Queen of 
the Belgians. 

Commander Bainbridge’s work is de- 
voted to the “Problem of Cancer,” and 
was translated into French by Dr. Her- 
tughe of Antwerp. The French edition 
was revised and corrected by the author, 
who also added a special preface for this 
edition. 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL is not 
prepared to give a technical review of the 
work, since its subject matter is a little 
outside the military or naval sphere, but 
it is evident that it is so complete as to 
well repay the perusal of the medical offi- 
cers of both branches of the Service. The 
book deals with the history of the disease, 
the collection of statistics concerning it, 
diagnosis, prophylaxis, surgical and non- 
surgical treatment, institutions devoted to 
the fight against cancer, and the proper 
kind of public education concerning it. 





EXPERT MILITARY ADVICE. 


The French have admittedly one of the 
finest armies in the world, and the leaders 
of that army are undoubtedly expert mili- 
tary critics. 
General Buat, the French Chief of Staff, 
should be worthy of consideration if ex- 
Pressed on any military subject. 

The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL admits 
a justifiable pride and feels that it is suc 
ceeding in its endeavor to be of real pro- 
fessional service to its readers, when Gen- 
eral Buat speaks of its Military Library 
in these terms:

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Where Does Madden 
Really Stand? 


N an editorial entitled the “Menace of 
Secret Legislation,” in the Sept. 30 
issue, this paper stated that Mr. Mad- 

den of Illinois and other Congressmen re- 
sponsible for cuts in the appropriations for 
national defense below the amount set by 
the budget and to an extent that the Na- 
tional Defense act, the only military pol- 
icy the United States has ever possessed, 
could not be carried out, while the Navy 
could not man the ships allowed it under 
the Washington Arms Conference treaties, 
were just as amenable to discipline through 
bringing the truth before the public as Mr. 
Anthony of Kansas was recently shown 
to be. 

The abuse directed at the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL by Mr. Madden, and the 
wide publicity given the whole matter the 
past two weeks, abundantly prove this 
statement to be correct. 

Mr. Madden cannot deny that Mr. An- 
thony of Kansas, Mr. Sisson of Missis- 
sippi, happily since politically dead, and 
Mr. Stafford of Wisconsin, the members 
of the Army sub-committee on Appropria- 
tions, showed themselves throughout the 
last session of Congress hostile to the 
Army and ready to yield to the pressure 
constantly brought to bear by pacifist and 
other enemies of national defense to reduce 
the Regular Army far below its present 
authorized strength and to so cut the ap- 
propriation for the National Guard and 
various Reserve forces that the citizens 
who are willing to give their time to serve 
in these essential parts of our national de- 
fense system would become so discouraged 
at the impossibility of getting sufficient 
arms, equipment, Regular Army instruc- 
tors and training that they would quit. 

Mr. Madden cannot deny that Mr. Kel- 
ley of Michigan openly flouted the recom- 
mendations and the advice of everyone who 
really knows anything about naval affairs 
and persistently advocated cuts far below 
those finally made. 

Mr. Madden cannot deny that a tremen- 
dous amount of pressure by pacifists and 
others interested in disarming this coun- 
try will be brought to bear on Congress 
the coming session with the express inten- 
tion of cutting the Army to at least 100,- 
000 and the Navy to far below its pres- 
ent strength. 

Mr. Madden, in all his raging aronnd 
about the ARMy AND NAVY JOURNAL, has 
not said that his sympathy is with ade- 
quate and economical national defense as 
exemplified by the National Defense act 
for our land forces and the treaty Navy as 
a minimum for our sea forces.

Millions for the Pork Barrel 


FAMOUS American once said, 
A “Millions for defense, but not one 

cent for tribute.’ A number of 
members of Congress, the last session, by 
their actions made it evident that some of 
them are willing to paraphrase this saying 
to make it read, “Millions for tribute in 
the shape of the pork barrel; as little as 
possible for national defense.” 

The need for rigid economy on the part 
of the government is something which can- 
not be gainsaid. E\very thinking citizen 
recognizes the necessity for it and is anx- 
ious to impress upon Congress that it must 
he had. The universal approval of the 
establishment of the budget system by 
General Dawes and the consequent ruth- 
less cuts made in all directions met with 
general approval. As commonly under- 
Stood. one of the purposes of a budget svs- 
tem, aside from the primary object of econ- 
omy, is to adjust the expenses of various 


departments to a proper ratio so that all 
will be cut proportionately and none be 
favored at the expense of others. 


The appropriations for the Regular 


forces have been cut and cut in the years - 


succeeding the war to an extent that the 
Regular Army is no longer sufficiently 
numerous to carry out the missions as- 
signed it under the National Defense act, 
and the Regular Navy is insufficient to 
handle the ships allowed it under the trea- 
ties emanating from the Washingon Arms 
Conference. This despite the fact that all 
the other powers have not yet ratified these 
treaties and, therefore, have not even be- 
gun the cuts in personnel incident to the 
proposed reductions. 

Taking, for purposes of comparison only, 
those items having to do with the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve forces, which no 
one but the most outrageous pacifist, com- 
munist or foreigner could object to main- 
taining, it is found that Congress appro- 
priated approximately thirty-three and 
one-third per cent. less for the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps, seventy-six per 
cent. less for the Organized Reserve 
camps, twenty-five per cent. less for the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, and fif- 
teen per cent. less for the National Guard 


than was asked for by the War Depart- 
ment, keeping within the limits of the 
budget. These cuts saved approximately 
$10,500,000. 

The budget carried $27,140,661 for river 
and harbor improvements. Congress ap- 
propriated for this purpose $43.885,260, 
which is $16,144,599 above the budget, or 
an increase of approximately sixty per 
cent. 

In other words, while cutting the ex- 
penses of the citizen-soldier part of our 
Army $10,500,000 below the budget they 
increased the river and harbor expendi- 
tures $16,744,599 above the budget. 

Perhaps Mr. Madden of Illinois, Mr. 
Anthony of Kansas and Mr. Kelley of 
Michigan can explain this remarkable piece 
of economy and vigorous support of the 
budget system. To the average citizen, 
who takes the trouble to look into this 
matter, it certainly has the appearance of 
“Millions for the pork barrel and as little 
as possible for national defense.” 


French Delay in Treaty 
Ratification 


RANCO-BRITISH rivalry over the 
F control of Europe threatens to undo 

whatever good may have resulted 
from the Washington Conference. Eight 
months after the conference France still 
withholds ratification of treaties which 
were unpalatable to her because of the 
naval domination permanently accorded 
to England. The recent discord between 
these two over the Near East situation is 
likely to increase French antipathy to the 
Washington treaties and prevent French 
ratification of them. Meantime the United 


States is “holding the bag’ to the tune of. 


a million dollars a month—the upkeep on 
vessels whose scrapping depends upon final 
fruition of the naval treaty. Yet while 
imposing this unnecessary burden upon us, 
France, most of all European nations, 
hopes for debt cancellation by America. 
The principal accomplishment claimed 
for the Washington Conference by the 
American delegates was the creation of 
an international “new state of mind,” 
which would tend towards the continu- 
ance of peace. As between the European 
participants in that conference, enmity 
appears to have increased rather than de- 
creased since their delegates left Wash- 
ington. The struggle between Britain and 


France for control in the European thea- 
ter has been keener than ever, and has 
become the dominant note in world poli- 
tics to-day. 

But a few days ago France went so far 
as to desert Britain and to support Tur- 
key in the Near Eastern crisis, so preg- 
nant in the possibilities of another world 
war. This appears to forecast France’s 
rejection of the Naval Treaty negotiated 
at Washington, which relegates her to a 
third rate naval power, while Britain is 
restored to her former pre-eminence on the 
sea. In the future course of political 
rivalry between the two countries France 
will want Britain to feel the restraint of 
a possible rebuilding of the French fleet 
on a large scale. In this way only can 
she compensate even partially for that tri- 
umph of British diplomacy at Washing- 
ton, which, by the elimination of America 
as a sea rival, 
purse and fleet for whatever aims might 
suit her in Europe. 

In fairness to America, France should 
let her decision be known soon respecting 
ratification of the Naval Treaty. Delay 
in this matter is costing Britain nothing, 
and Japan very little. But the tremen- 
dous amount of partially completed battle- 
ship tonnage on American ways upon 
which work has ceased pending decision 
as to scrapping, is costing us about one 
million dollars a month in rental charges 
for building ways and other incidental ex- 
penses. America has been’ generous 
enough already. She has offered to bear 
nearly the whole cost of the scrapping 
program, to the extent of over $400,000,- 

. To force upon her an increase in 
this huge bill by unnecessary delay is 
neither reasonable nor courteous, especially 
when she is being virtually importuned to 
cancel great war debts in which the French 
interest is exceedingly large. 


Formation of Reserve Officers’ 
Association Strengthens 
Other Associations 


HE enthusiastic formation of the 

Reserve Officers’ Association of the 

United States the past week at 
Washington by a convention whose mem- 
bers represented all the twenty-seven Re- 
serve Infantry Divisions, the six Reserve 
Cavalry Divisions as well as all non-divi- 
sional groups, organizes the one compo- 
rent of the Army of the United States 
until then without an association of some 
kind. 

The fear has been expressed by some 
Regulars that this association would tend 
to undermine the Association of the Army 
of the United States. 

The idea has been advanced by a num- 
ber of National Guardsmen that the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association would have for 
its purpose combat with the National 
Guard Association. 

One prominent member of the Military 
Training Camps Association, noticing that 
the resolution passed indorsing the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps omitted to 
specifically mention his association, wanted 
to know if the new association intended 
to displace the Training Camps Associa- 
tion. 

All these fears are groundless. The Re- 
serve Officers’ Association was formed to 
insure the Reserve officer getting those 
things which are necessary if he is to be 
an effective part of the Army of the Uni- 
ted States and as stated by Article II of 
the Constitution “to support and assist in 
the development and execution of a mili- 
tary policy for the United States which 
shall provide adequate national defense.” 


Unity by Federation

This state provided extremely varied 
service for its National Guard during the 
past fiscal year. For three days begin- 
ning Jan. 31, 1922, a detachment of two 
officers and thirty-two enlisted men from 
the 53d Machine Gun Squadron and the 
149th Infantry, under Maj. James K. Dil- 
lion, were employed to guard the Circuit 
Court during a session at Manchester. 
When the court was closed the judge was 
duly escorted to the train, where he issued 
the following statement: 

“Due to the presence of the troops and 
the excellent judgment and tact displayed 
by Major Dillion and the officers and men 
of his command a serious difticulty and the 

robable loss of much life was avoided. 
Their presence did much to quiet and 
bring together in a friendly manner a 
number of the leaders of the feudist clans.” 

Similar duty was performed by Major 
Dillion and a detachment of Co. D, 149th 
Infantry, during the court session at Bar- 
bourville, Ky., on Dec. 5, 1921, and ear- 
lier at Mt. Vernon, from Aug. 20 to Sept. 
1, with detachments from the two organi- 
gations referred to above. This disagree- 
able duty was performed in a very able 
and satisfactory manner. 

Besides the sending of National Guard 
troops to the disturbed territory along 
the Kentucky-West Virginia boundary, 
the Kentucky authorities were also com- 
pelled to rely on the National Guard to 
maintain order during the Newport strikes 
during the greater part of last winter. On 
Jan. 28 the force was withdrawn, but a 
few days later conditions again became 
threatening. Col. H. H. Denhardt, 149th 
Inf., and Major Dillion, 53d Machine Gun 
Squadron, with twenty-seven officers and 
410 enlisted men, drawn from those units 
and from the 54th Machine Gun Squad- 
ron, 137th Hospital Co. and the 38th 
Tank Co., participated in this service. 

All the problems that can be presented 
by disordered industrial conditions in a 
city were faced and solved by this force. 
The combination of tact and firmness dis- 
played by these officers and enlisted men of 
the Kentucky National Guard met with the 
hearty approval of all law-abiding citizens. 
By March 21 crime and mob violence were 
reduced and the force was therefore cut 
to a few officers and enlisted men. 





Minnesota. 

If space permitted very interesting arti- 
cles could be written about the duty cov- 
ered by the preceding condensed abstracts. 
In one case only are fuller details being 
published, as a sample of what may come 
to any National Guardsman during his 


service. 

The following is taken practically in- 
tact from a report rendered the Militia- 
Bureau by Brig. Gen. W. F. Rhinow, Ad- 
jutant General of Minnesota. This re- 
port enables one to conceive very clearly 
of the difficulties faced by National Guards- 
men under emergency conditions and of 
the qualities which such personnel should 
possess to quell disorders effectively. 

“Pursuant to instructions, the Adjutant 
General personally investigated conditions 
at South St. Paul and found that approx- 
imately 2,000 men who were employed by 
the Swift and Armour packing plants at 
South St. Paul were on strike. 

“On Dec. 5 the streets of South St. 
Paul were blocked by strikers and sight- 
seers; traffic was completely tied up, and 
confusion was prevalent. Picket lines had 
been established by the strikers at both 
plants, and no packing house employees, 
not even the office force, were permitted 
to go to work. Both plants were com- 
pletely shut off from the outside and no 
supplies nor food for use of those em- 
ployees who had been quartered within 
a plants was permitted to pass the picket 
nes. 

* “On Dee. 6 conditions had become even 
worse than on the 5th. No traffic was 
permitted on the main thoroughfare into 
the packing plants of South St. Paul. Sup- 


the congestion of the streets, the entire 
thoroughface being one solid mass of hu- 
manity. Conditions were rapidly becom- 
ing worse, and many reports of assault and 
destruction of property were coming in 
hourly. A number of colored workmen 
were imported by Armour & Co. and were 
secretly admitted to their plant by means 
of transporting them in box-cars. Th 
action enraged the strikers and when on 
the same day three coach loads of import- 
ed workmen arrived in the yards just out- 
side Armour & Co., workmen and cars 
were immediately attacked—men were as- 
saulted and chased from the vicinity, car 
windows were broken, seats torn from the 
coaches, and the cars damaged in every 
conceivable way. The crowds were stead- 
ily growing larger, great excitement pre 
vailed, rumors were being spread that at- 
tempts were to be made to blow up the 
Armour power house with dynamite. 

“It appeared that little attempt to main- 
tain order was being exercised by the po- 
lice of South St. Paul. 

“On the evening of Dec. 6 Minnesota 
National Guard troops consisting of the 
following : 

6th Infantry, located in St. Paul; 

2d Batin., 151st F.A., Minneapolis; 

109th Sqdn. (Ob.) St. Paul and Minneapolis; 

Co. B, 5th Inf., Red Wing; 

Co. E, 6th Inf., Faribault, 
were ordered to mobilize at their respec- 
tive stations prepared for riot duty and 
proceed to South St. Paul. Equipment 
‘A,’ less kitchen equipment, was carried. 

“The first troops arrived by motor truck 
from the St. Paul and Minneapolis ar- 
mories by 3 a.m. on the 7th. By 8 a.m. 
of the same day sufficient troops had ar- 
rived to force entrance for supplies and 
food into the plants. 

“Plans for breaking the picket lines, 
opening the main thoroughfares and estab- 
lishing a guard to protect life and prop- 
erty were immediately put into effect. 

“Disorder continued to prevail, automo- 
biles and trucks attempting to enter the 
packing plants through picket lines were 
raised bodily and carried back. 

“Troops drilled until the afternoon of 
the 7th, perfecting plans and formations to 
break the picket lines and eliminate con- 
gestions. At 4 p.m., upon the arrival of 
the 1st Battalion of the 151st Field Ar- 
tillery, which had been ordered mobilized 
that morning, the order to break the lines 
was given. Simultaneously, at both plan 
troops wearing steel helmets, moved ou 
in wedge formation, carrying the rifles at 
high port. ‘They were followed by sup- 
ports in column of squads, which were, in 
addition to the rifles, armed with auto- 
matic rifles and machine guns. The whole 
formation moved forward on schedule time 
and gradually but firmly cleared the streets. 

“It is my personal opinion that the pres- 
ence of the National Guard and the firm 
attitude of force displayed by the troops, 
prevented loss of life and destruction of 
property, inasmuch as the crowds by this 
time were displaying the spirit of a riotous 
mob. Once the National Guard had gained 
control of the situation in South St. Paul 
every precaution was exercised to main- 
tain it. Guards were established about 
each plant and the streets were heavily 
patrolled—orders were for every one to 
keep on moving. An intelligence section 
was established and preparations made, by 
utilizing the secret service method, to ac- 
quire the information always desired in 
such events. 

“Every effort was made to insure the 
comfort of the troops—the sleeping quar- 
ters and the mess were the very best ob- 
tainable and motion pictures were pro- 
vided for the entertainment of the men— 
these were shown each evening through 
the courtesy of the Teco Products Co., of 
Minneapolis, and all film exchanges of 
the Twin Cities. This service was com- 
plimentary from the film companies, fur- 
nished without cost to the state. 

“The conduct of the troops during this 
tour of duty was exemplary—in fact, the 
very best that I have experienced during 
my years of service; drunkenness and 
rowdyism were unheard of elements. 
Ninety per cent. of the men sent their pay 
checks direct to their homes. 

“On Feb. 8 the union voted to end the 
strike, pursuant to which orders were 
issued for the withdrawal of troops on the 
11th.”

A STATE ADJUTANT GENERAL 
ON NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


The following comments submitted to 
the War Department on National Defense 
by a State Adjutant General are both 
timely and pertinent and should command 
wide reading: 

“Money is the indispensable factor in 
the successful creation, development, oper- 
ation and maintenance of any scheme of 
national defense. A badly organized and 
maintained Army is a liability and not an 
asset. A defense machine which fails to 


| function promptly and properly when re- 


quired may be productive of woes greater 
than those it was created to prevent. 

“Congress in making appropriations ap- 
parently regards the matter of defense as 
a negligible factor in our military life in- 
stead of one of the major basic require- 
ments. It is- the baldest truism to point 
to the experience of 1917, with its waste, 
confusion and delay, as an example of how 
utterly we have forgotten. 

“The fundamental principle of the pres- 
ent National Defense act was that there 
was to be one Army in the United States, 
to be made up of the Regular Army, the 
National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves. With regard to its size, the con- 
clusion was that the Regular Army should 
be kept down to the smallest number nec- 
essary for performing the duties and mis- 
sions which could not be performed by an 
organized citizen soldiery. This included, 
of course, an expeditionary force for 
minor emergencies. The present estab- 
lished strength of the Regular Army elim- 
inates this mission because of reduction 
in numbers. 

“At best, the Regular Army in its pres- 
ent size can only be reckoned as a core 
around which to build a defensg force. 
The real defense force of this country is 
the National Guard. The Regular Army 
can be used only in federal matters. The 
National Guard must be depended upon 
for all state emergencies, as well as for 
federal emergencies of any importance. If 
the governor of a state believes (as many 
have in the past few months) that the 
protection of life and property requires an 
armed force, he calls out the National 
Guard. If the President believes that the 
emergency is so great as*to demand fed- 
eral action, involving the obliteration of 
state lines, he is at liberty under the law 
to call out the National Guard. It is, 
therefore, obvious that under our present 
system every facility and advantage must 
be given to the National Guard for its 
organization and maintenance. This 
means that it must be made as attractive 
as possible, and be inherently, as well as 
legally, a part of the United States Army. 

“While fully recognizing the desirability 
of the greatest possible diffusion of mili- 
tary training and of the creation of an 
Organized Reserve, there must be borne 
in mind the fact that the first and funda- 
mental necessity is to create and main- 
tain the force upon which we depend for 
national defense to meet the needs of the 
present. It is, therefore, our first and 
paramount duty to create and properly 
support an adequate Regular Army and 
its complement, the National Guard. For 
these two purposes all the available funds 
should be devoted until the task is com- 
pletely accomplished. 

“This need not interfere with the thirty- 
day camp of C.M.T.C. registrants. except- 
ing that they should be trained in, with 
and as a part of the National Guard or- 
ganization. It should be*the duty of the 
Regular Army instructors assigned to 
their training to point out to them the 
duties and advantages of membership in 
the National Guard, and that the success 
of the training given these registrants 
should be measured by the number of them 
that join National Guard units. And so 
with respect to Reserve officers. The sug- 
gested application of federal funds appro- 
priated for the national defense need not 
interfere with the training of a number 
of Reserve officers, . - but this in- 
volves the condition that the duties and 
responsibilities of these Reserve officers 
should be made to agree practically with 
those required of the National Guard.” 





ARMORY DRILL PAY 
FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 


By decision of the Comptroller General 
of the United States, dated Sept. 15, 1922, 
quarterly payments for armory drills to 
the National Guard were ruled as not be- 
ing authorized by law, but legislation au- 
thorizing quarterly payments was enacted 
on Sept. 22, 1922; therefore, quarterly 
payments beginning with the period ended 
Sept. 30, 1922, are authorized. 


TRAINING MEMORANDUM 
FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 


It is announced by the Militia Bureau 
of the War Department, under date of 
Oct. 6, that the training memorandum is- 
sued under date of Aug. 18, 1921, and in 
which the training during the armory drill 
season and field training period, terminat- 
ing with the annual encampment for 1922 
was prescribed, is continued in force dur- 
ing the coming armory drill season. 

It is expected that policies will be pro- 
mulgated, not later than January, 1923 
setting forth the nature of training which 





will govern the neat field training period. 





Reduction in Personnel 
of National Guard Staffs 


Par. 152, National Guard Regulations, 
authorizes the appointment of commis- 
sionel and enlisted members of the State 
Staff Corps in the following: Adjutant 


General’s, Inspector General’s, Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s, Quartermaster’s, Ord- 
nance and Medical Departments. 

Under the paragrah cited the personne) 
authorized in each of these departments 
varies with the recognized strength of the 
National Guard maintained by the state. 
For example, with a National Guard 
strength of less than 1,000, the state staff 
is ullowed only a lieutenant colonel in the 
Adjutant General’s Department, whereas 
with a strength ranging between 12,000 
and 18,000 a brigadier, a colonel, a major, 
and a captain may be appointed in this 
department. 

It is certain that the state staff at pres- 
ent authorized was designed to function 
with a National Guard unprovided with 
brigade and divisional staffs and with in- 
adequate regimental staff personnel. Under 
the act of June 4, 1920, as amended, how- 
ever, the National Guard is so well taken 
care of in the matter of staff officers 
througout that the previously authorized 
state s.aff is believed to be largely surplus. 

The Militia Bureau has recently pre- 
sented this matter to the various adjutants 
general, its argument being based on the 
double ground of economy as well as the 
elimination of duplication of staff duty. 
The view was expressed that all enlisted 
state staff detachments could be dis- 
pensed with and that the commissioned 
personnel could be cut to the state adju- 
tant general and the U.S. property and 
disbursing officer, without injury to Na- 
tional Guard administration. 

Replies have been received from thirty- 
four adjutants general and to the Militia 
Bureau’s great satisfaction thirty of them 
are in favor either in whole or in part 
of the reduction. 

As soon as the details of this matter are 
approved by the Secretary of War instruc- 
tions governing the future state staff per- 
sonnel wiil issue. 


PEACE AND WAR STRENGTH 
OF NATIONAL GUARD. 
In the Army of the United States it is 
contemplated that there will be 2,200,000 


officers and enlisted men distributed as 
follows: 


1st component—Regular Army.. 150,000 
2d component—National Guard.. 550,000 
3d component—Org. Reserves. ..1,500,000

This force is to be organized into six 
field armies, each army being composed of 
three corps and each corps of three divi- 
sions. 

The peace strength at present author- 
ized for the National Guard is fixed at 
a minimum of 424,800 enlisted men for 
the forty-eight states, to which is added, 
under the law, the quotas decided upon by 
the President for Porto Rico, the District 
cf Columbia and the territories of Alaska 
and Hawaii. These additions raise the 
Setal minimum enlisted strength to 435,- 


This peace strength is generally con- 
ceded to be too large for maintenance by 
the various states with their present arm- 
ory equipment. A poll of the adjutants 
general throughout the country indicates 
an almost unanimous agreement on this 
point. It appears that the greatest ob- 
stacle is not the fact that the strength 
set for the National Guard would require 
that one out of every thirty-five or forty 
men must enroll for such peace-time ser- 
vice. That figure is no higher than a 
sensible patriotism will concede as entirely 
proper and attainable. But the difficulty 
dies with the state legislatures. These 
kave apparently failed to appreciate the 
increased responsibilities devolving upon 
the National Guard with the shrinkage of 
the Regular Army, and consequently they 
have not made the necessary appropria- 
tions for the larger National Guard force 
which must be provided for if the various 
states are to maintain 
lotied to them. 

Perhaps some of the state legislators 
may object to the National Guard as such. 
Perhaps others among them may resent 
having the burden for military prepared- 
ness transferred, even to this mild degree, 
irom the Federal Treasury to the State 
‘'reasury. Whatever the reason, it seems 
certnin that the state authorities must _be- 
come accustomed to thinking of the Na- 
tional Guard in larger units before its 
new organization can be successfully car- 
ried out and its new mission accomplished. 

With divisional Infantry troons head- 
ing the list with a figure of 112,973, prac- 
tically 70 per cent. of the aggregate 
strength of the National Guard is com- 
posed of this arm of the Service.

CASH GRATUITY ON RETIREMENT 
FROM NAVAL RESERVE FORCE. 


A claim of an officer for the cash gra- 
tuity authorized by the act of Aug. 29, 
1916, on retirement after twenty years’ 
Service in the Naval Reserve Force has 
been filed in the Court of Claims by 
Messrs. King & King. 

The petition recites that the claimant 
was retired from the Naval Reserve Force 
Aug. 26, 1921, after a total service of 
twenty years, including service in the 
Naval Militia and active service in_the 
Navy in accordance with the act of July 
1, 1918 
_ The act of Aug. 29, 1916, permits re- 
tirement after twenty years’ service with 
4 gratuity equal to the retainer pay earned 
in the last preceding enrollment. How- 
ever, the Comptroller General ruled that 
~ Provision was nullified by the act of 

uly 1, 1918, which authorized retirement 
only for physical disability incurred in 
line of duty. 

The Judge Advocate General of the 
hola does not concur in this view and 

olds that there were two kinds of retire- 
ment provided for the Naval Reserve, one 

- a on service purely, by which the Re- 
anerint is dropped with a cash gratuity, 
and the other a straight retirement based 
on disability, under which pay continues 





through the remainder of the life of the 
retired person. 

A number of Naval Reserve officers are 
interested in this question and it is hoped 
that the view of the court may be in ac- 
cordance with that taken by the Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, and which 
the attorneys in this case are endeavor- 
ing to impress upon the Court of Claims. 


RESERVE OFFICER STRENGTH 
NOW MORE THAN 68,000. 


A recent survey by the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army indicates that there are 


now more than sixty-eight thousand offi- 
cers holding Reserve commissions. This 
does not include the National Guard offi- 
cers that are now being commissioned 
or have their applications pending under 
the recent act of Congress. 

It is stated that most of the adjutants 
general of the states are urging the Na- 
tional Guard officers who are qualified un- 
der the law to apply for commissions in 
the O.R.C. Gen. Milton A. Reckord of 
Maryland has or soon will issue an order 
requiring all of the National Guard offi- 
cers of that state to hold Reserve commis- 
sions. It is estimated that about four 
thousand National Guard officers who 
have been federally recognized will apply 
for Reserve commissions. This will bring 
the strength of the Reserve Corps up to 
72,000 without taking into consideration 
the increase that will come from this sum- 
mer’s camps. 

It would not be surprising if the 
strength of the corps approximates 80,- 
000 before the next summer’s camps are 
held. If appropriations are secured there 
will be about 25,000 Reserve officers in 
the next training camps. 


64TH CAVALRY DIVISION, 
: ORGANIZED RESERVES. 


The 64th Cavalry Division, O.R., lo- 
cated in the 5th Corps Area, has a present 
strength of 155 officers and 9 men, which 
is a percentage of 61.8 of its war strength. 


This is the best record of the Cavalry divi- 
sion of the Reserve. 

“It is a source of regret to the officers 
of the Regular Army on duty with the 
Reserve,” says the bulletin of the division 
for October, “that mileage appropriations 
do not allow them to cover their entire 
areas at least once or twice a year, for 
the purpose of meeting and becoming per- 
sonally acquainted with each Reserve offi- 


er. 

“In this dilemma, we naturally have to 
fall back upon our able assistants, those 
Reservists who are traveling men, and we 
feel sure that they can be relied upon to 
carry on the work of ‘getting acquainted,’ 
now that it has been suggested to them. 
We would be glad to furnish a list of Re- 
serve officers, of all branches, to any one 


desiring it, for any particular territory.” 


“NORTHWESTERN R.0.T.C. UNIT 


IS INCREASED 100 PER CENT.

Comptroller Decides 


Against Reserve Officers 


That Reserve officers while on active duty 
at training camps are not entitled to ren- 
tal allowances has been reasserted by the 
Comptroller General. He upholds his 
former decision and the regulations issued 
by the Finance Department of the Army. 

The decision is a great disappointment 
to the General Staff and the War Depart- 
ment. Particularly is this se at a time. 
when the Secretary of War and the Gen- 
eral Staff are anxious to carry out a pol- 
icy under which there shall be no dis- 
crimination against Reserve officers or 
the National Guard. There is a possibil- 
ity that one of the Reserve officer claims 
may be taken to the Court of Claims to 
make a test case of it. 

Section 37a of the National Defense act 
provides that “a Reserve officer when on 
active duty shall receive the same pay and 
allowances as a Regular Army officer of 
the same grade and length of active ser- 
vice, including mileage from his home to 
his first station and from last station to 
his home.” 

The Comptroller General disregards this 
plain provision of existing law. He dis- 
cusses the probability of Reserve cers 
taking their dependents with them when 
they attend training camp for fifteen days 
during the summer. It is on account of 
this view of the Comptroller that it was 
necessary to pass some special legislation 
during the war in order to secure commu- 
tation of quarters for officers serving with 
troops and in the field. It would appear 
that if the Comptroller General were go- 
ing to take into consideration the intent 
of Congress and not accept the plain di- 
rection of the statutes, he would recall the 
action of Congress during the war. 

“If a rental allowance is not an allow- 
ance,” remarked a member of the 
Staff, “I wonder what it is. I am suré 
if the law prohibited paying this allow- 
ance to Reserve officers no amount of ar- 
gument as to the justice of his claim would 
affect the Comptroller General’s decision. 
He would then be a stickler for the lap 
guage of the statutes.” :

“I'll Try, Sir.’’ 


Organized in 1808 as the 
under the act of Congress of April 12, 
1808. Consolidated in 1815 with the 9th 
(1812), 13th (1812). 21st (1812), 40th 
(1813), and 46th (1814), and designated 
as the 5th Infantry. Consolidated in 1869, 
with one-half the 37th Infantry (1866) 
without change in name. 

Shield—Argent on a fess gules between 
seven muzzle-loading cannon sable an 
arrow or; all within a bordure gyronny 
of eight, vert and gules alternating with 
gyrons of the field. 

Crest.—On a wreath of the colors an 
arm in armor embowed grasping in a 
mailed hand proper nine arrows sable 
armed and flitted gules. 

Motto.—“T'll try, Sir.” 
The shield is white, the color of the In- 
fantry facings when the regiment was or- 
ganized. Across the nriddle of the shield 
on a red horizontal band is a gold arrow 
representing the battle of Tippecanoe, 
where the Indians were defeated in 1811 
by General Harrison. Above the red band 
are four black cannon and below three 
more cannon. These represent the seven 
British field guns taken by the regiment 
under Col. James Miller at Lundy’s Lane 
in 1814. The border of the shield is com- 
posed of alternate sections of green, white 
and red, the colors of the Mexican flag, 
commemorating the service of the regi- 
ment in the Mexican War under both Gen- 
erals Taylor and Scott. 
The crest is a modification of the fam- 
ily ‘crest of General Miles, who was colo- 
nel of the regiment in the Indian cam- 
aigns after the Civil War. General 
iles’s crest is an arm in armor grasping 
an anchor. In the regimental crest the 
mailed hand grasps nine arrows represent- 
ing the nine Indian campaigns. 
The motto has its origin in one of the 
best known incidents in the history of the 
Army. The regiment was at Lundy’s 
Lane in Ripley’s Brigade of Maj. Gen. 
Jacob Brown’s command. Brown pointed 
to the British battery of seven guns on 
the crest of the hill which was doing dead- 
ly execution and ordered Miiler to “storm 
that work and take it.” The task was 
osprey an impossible one, but Miller’s 
only reply was, “I'll try, Sir,” and moved 
forward. The regiment carried the hill. 
eapturing all of the guns with their im- 
pedimenta and repulsed four counter-at- 
tacks. The British officers made prison- 
ers characterized Miller’s work as the 
“most desperate thing we ever saw or 
heard of.” 5 

After the War of 1812 the regiment was 
stationed at Detroit and later at Fort 
Snelling. General Miller resigned the 
coloneley of the regiment in_1819 to be- 
come governor of Arkansas Territory and 
was succeeded by Col. Josiah Snelling 
for. whom the post was named. The regi- 
ment fought in the Black Hawk War and

played a major part in the final rout of 
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the Indians at Bad Axe Creek, which 
ended the war. 

On the outbreak of the Mexican War the 
5th was one of the five regiments which 
reported to General Taylor at Corpus 
Christi to form the “Army of Occupation,” 
It fought at Palo Alto, where it broke the 
charge of the Mexican Lancers and saved 
the day. Resaca de la Palma and Monte 
rey followed. In January, 1847, the 5th 
became a part of Scott’s army and ¢ 
gallant service at Churubusco, Molino dq 
Rey, Chapultepec and the City of Mexieo, 

After the Mexican War the regiment 
was stationed in Texas and then in Flori. 
da and later was a part of the “Army of 
Utah.” When the Civil War broke oy 
the 5th was in New Mexico and in com. 
mon with all of the “old Army” gave many 
a gallant officer to both sides. During the 
war the regiment was held in the West 
and fought and won the day at Valverde ip 
1862 and did good work in its isolated sta. 
tions. Maj. Gen. John F. Reynolds, “the 
finest soldier in the Army of the Potomac,” 
who had declined the command of that 
Army when Hooker was relieved, was the 
actual colonel of the 5th when he was 
killed on the first day at Gettysburg, and 
Gen. Daniel Butterfield, Meade’s chief of 
staff at Gettysburg, was later colonel of 
the regiment. 

In the post Civil War Indian campaigns 
it was a company of the 5th which reg. 
cued the gallant Col. “Sandy” Forsythe 
from his desperate situation after he had 
defeated Roman Nose at Beecher’s Island, 
in the Arickaree Fork of the Republican 
river in Colorado. In 1870 General Miles 
became colonel of the 5th and the regiment 
continued in almost constant Indian fight- 
ing until that warfare ceased. 

The 5th did some of the characteristic 
one-company fighting in the Philippines 
with credit and was in Cuba during the 
period of Occupation. The outbreak of 
the World War found the regiment in 
Panama. It was brought up to Camp 
Beauregard and then to Camp Taylor and 
went to Europe after the armistice under 
orders for the expedition to Silesia, but be 
came a part of the Army of Occupation at 
Coblenz. It returned to Portland, Me, 
and is now at Augusta. 

The regimental colors of the 5th carry a 
goodly bunch of battle streamers: 

Tippecanoe, Chippewa, Lundy’s Lane, 
Canada, Seminole, Palo Alto, Resaca de la 
Palma, Monterey, Churubusco, Molino ded 
Rey, Chapultepec, New Mexico, 1860 (In- 
dian war streamer), New Mexico, 1862 
(Civil War streamer), Texas, 1874 (In- 
dian war streamer), Little Big Horn, Nez 
Perces, Bannock, Montana 1879, Mon-

Rear Admiral William S. Sims, a dis 
tinguished officer of the U.S. Navy, who 
was last on duty holding the important 
office of president of the Naval War Col- 
lege at Newport, R.I., will be placed on 
the retired list Oct. 15, 1922, at which time 
he reaches the age limit of sixty-four 
years. He is one of the most energetic, 
progressive and enterprising officers of the 
SSOUUIBY [BJUGUI BAIS JO apassassod ‘AaBy 
and force of character. He retires after a 
sea service of nearly twenty-five years and 
shore duty of some fourteen years. 

Admiral Sims was born in Port Hope, 
Canada. of American parents, Oct. 15, 
1858. He was appointed a midshipman at 
the U.S. Naval Academy in 1876, and was 
graduated in 1882. His first sea service 
was in the old wooden steam frigate 
Tennessee, then known as the “big ship.” 
under Capt. Joseph Fyffe. Then followed 
service on various stations, in the Cole 
rado, Swatara, Yantic, and Saratoga of 
the old wooden Navy. His first moder 
ship in the new Navy was the cruiser 
Philadelphia, and subsequent vessels served 
in included the cruiser Charleston, moni- 
tor Monterey, cruiser Brooklyn, and vati- 
ous battleships and various other classes of 
ships. 

In the period immediately preceding the 
Spanish-American War Rear Admiral 
Sims, then a lieutenant, was haval at 
taché at St. Petersburgh and Paris, and 
was entrusted with the responsibility 0 
buying ships and supplies for the Navy. 
He expended hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, keeping in touch with the avail- 
able sources of supply in Europe, and ren- 
dered valuable service in fitting out and 
supplying the Navy during that war. He 
remained naval attaché at Paris until 
1900, when he was recalled to the United 
States and was sent to the Asiatic Station, 
to duty in the battleship Kentucky. He 
was later Fleet Intelligence Officer on the 


staff of the commander-in-chief of the Ast | 


atic Station, serving in that capacity ur 
der Rear Admirals Remey and Rodgef. 


It was. while on this tour of duty that be 


became intimately associated with CaP- 
tain (now Admiral) Sir Percy Scott‘ 
the British navy. Captain Seott’s shiP 
had at that time made remarkable scores 
in target practice under new methods de 
vised by its commander. Lieutenant Sims 
became thoroughly familiar with Scotts 
methods of training in naval gunnery @! 

acquainted the Navy Department wi 

them. . 

In the autumn of 1902, by direction of 
President Roosevelt, the then Lieutenant 
Sims was placed at the head of the O 
of Naval Practice. He remained in t 
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was during this time that great improve- 
ment was made in our Navy in gunnery 
and ordnance, largely owing to the new 
method introduced by him. In order to 
keep in touch with the latest improve- 
ments in other navies, he made trips to 
England each year, conferring with the 
experts in gunnery and ordnance. 

Admiral Sims was in command of the 
battleship Missouri during the famous 
world cruise of the fleet under Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, was commander of the tor- 
pedo flotilla and of the battleship Nevada. 
He was naval attaché at Paris, Petrograd 
and Madrid. He was aid on the staff of 
Admiral Dewey on the U.S.S. Dolphin, 
was president of the Naval War College 
for.« short time early in 1917, from which 
station he was given a World War com- 
mand in charge of all American destroy- 
ers, tenders and auxiliaries operating 
from British bases with flag on the U.S.S. 
Wadsworth and later on the U.S.S. Mel- 
ville. 

He was next designated as commander 
of American destroyers operating from 
British bases and was authorized, under 
the act of May 22, 1917, to assume 
the rank of vice admiral and hoist his 
flag as such. In June, 1917, he was 
given the title of commander, U.S. Naval 
Forces Operating in European Waters, 
with additional duties as naval attaché in 
London. He was designated in Novem- 
ber, 1918, as admiral, effective from De- 
cember, 1918. Throughout the World 
War he served as commander of the U.S. 
Naval Forees operating in European 
waters up to and including March, 1919, 
when he returned to the United States 
and resumed his duties as president of the 
Naval War College at Newport, R.I. Upon 
his return to the United States he resumed 
his lineal rank in the Navy as rear ad- 
miral. 

Admiral Sims and his staff, which in- 
cluded Capts. R. H. Leigh, D. W. Knox, 
A. V. Babeock, P. R. P. Pringle, sailed for 
England March 31, 1917, under assumed 
names and under the greatest secrecy and 
were not recognized. On arrival at Liver- 
pool, a special train in waiting conveyed 
them to London, where plans with the 
British Admiralty were made for the ac- 
tion of the American Naval Forces in 
European waters, and for perfecting the 
system of convoying American troops. He 
received decorations from the British and 
French governments and was awarded the 
U.S. Navy Distinguished Service Medal. 
He has also received honorary degrees 
from Harvard University, University of 
Pennsylvania, Cambridge University of 
England and Juniata, Williams and Tufts 
Colleges, and other institutions. 





Brig. Gen. John M. Carson, U.S.A., 
essistant to the Q.M.G., who is placed on 
the retired list to date from Nov. 30, 1922, 
after more ‘than forty-one years’ service, is 
among the best known officers of the Army 
and served as a temporary brigadier gen- 
eral during the World War. Among other 
important duties he served in France as 
chief Q.M. of the line of communications, 
with headquarters in Paris, and later in 
Tours. He was born in Pennsylvania 
June 26, 1864, and was graduated from 
the U.S M.A., in the class of 1885, when 
he was assigned to the 5th Cavalry. He 
became an officer of the Q.M. Corps in 
1897. 

His first duty after graduating from 
West Point was in the field at Fort Reno, 
Indian Territory. Among subsequent du- 
ties he served as adjutant of the U.S.M.A., 
was constructing Q.M. at various posts, 
was Q.M. at the headquarters of U.S. 
troops in Porto Rico in 1898, and was 
later in charge of the transport Thomas, 
conveying troops to the Philippines. Gen- 
eral Carson was Q.M. and disbursing offi- 
cer at West Point and was in charge of 
all construction there up to June, 1911, at 
which time he went to the Philippines. 

When the United States entered the 
World War he was depot Q.M. at New 
York and in addition to this duty he was 
also made General Superintendent of the 
Transport Service. He put in operation the 
machinery which grew into the world’s 
greatest transport service, and which 
eventually carried overseas to the aid of 
the Allies more than 2,000,000 American 
soldiers. 

Under his direction the shipment of the 
first American Expeditionary Force was 
made on June 14, 1917, and the contin- 
gent consisted of 12,000 men and 3,000 
animals, every man and every animal ar- 
riving safely overseas. Other troops were 
shipped from New York and via Canadian 
ports, and General Carson’s plan con- 
tinued to expand, and as late as the first 
part of 1918 it was making possible the big 
troop movement that marked that period. 

He was transferred to France in De- 
cember, 1917. While on duty at Tours as 
deputy chief Q.M., he assisted General 
togers in the procurement and issue of 
all supplies for men and animals in the 
A.E.F., in the organization and operation 
of the salvage service, in supervising the 
work of collecting and burying the dead 
from the battlefield, by the Graves Regis- 
tration Service, and in providing all mis- 
cellaneous supplies not provided for by 
any other of the various services. 





Col. Charles B. Drake, Cav., U.S.A., 
who is retired from active service to date 
from Oct. 31, 1921, upon his own applica- 
tion after more than thirty years’ service, 
served as a brigadier general during the 
World War, was awarded the D.S.C. “for 
extraordinary heroism in action at_ the

He was also 
awarded the D.S.M. “for especially meri- 
torious and conspicuous service in the or- 
ganization of the Motor Transport Corps 
during the World War.’ Colonel Drake 
was born in Pennsylvania Sept. 14, 1872, 
and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., in 
the class of 1896, when he was assigned 
to the 1st Cavalry. Aside from serving in 
various engagements in the Philippines, 
he served with the Punitive Expedition 
into Mexico in 1916, and during the World 
War he served with the General Staff in 
Washington and was detailed to organize 
the Motor Transport Corps. 


Lieut. Col. James I. Mabee, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., was retired from active service 
Oct. 4, 1922, for disability incident there- 
to. He was born in New York Aug. 20, 
1870, and entered the Regular Army as 
an assistant surgeon in June, 1903. He 
is a graduate of the Army Medical School 
and holds the degree of M.D., Starling 
Medical College, 1894. 


Lieut. Col. John J. Ryan, Cav., U.S.A., 
who was retired on Oct. 4, 1922, for dis- 
ability incident to the service, was born in 
Pennsylvania Aug. 28, 1861, and during 
the war with Spain served as a first lieu- 
tenant of Volunteers in the Signal Corps. 
He entered the Regular Army as a first 
lieutenant, 12th Cavalry, in August, 1901. 
During the World War he served as a 
colonel of Infantry. 








Lieut. Col. Harry F. Steele, Vet. Corps, 
U.S.A., was retired from active service 
Oct. 7, 1922, for disability incident there- 
to. He was born in Pennsylvania Oct. 
11, 1868, and during the World War 
served as a major in the Veterinary Corps 
of the National Army. WHe accepted an 
appointment in the Veterinary Corps of 
the Regular Army April 2, 1917, was com- 
missioned major in 1918 and lieutenant 
colonel in 1920. 


In G.O. 9, dated Oct. 4, 1922, R.O.T.C., 
University of Cincinnati, the professor of 
military science and tactics of that univer- 
sity says: 

“Maj. Sidney H. Guthrie, who was re- 
tired from active service Oct. 4 by War 
Department orders, has served his coun- 
try in the U.S. Army for more than twen: 
ty-one years. He has always been known 
throughout the Coast Artillery Corps as 
a very efficient officer and a leader of men. 
Many men in the Service, both officers 
and enlisted men, owe much of their pres- 
ent worth to Major Guthrie’s advice and 
painstaking assistance. 

“After many months of busy sevice in 
France during the World War, Major 
(then Colonel) Guthrie was detailed as 
professor of military science and tactics 
at the University of Cincinnati. Here 
he has endeared himself to all members of 
the faculty with whom he has come in 
contact, and after many trials and disap- 
pointments, and as the result of constant 
and active effort, has established the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps at this uni- 
versity on a firm foundation. The ar- 
complishment of the corps at this institu- 
tion is due solely to Major Guthrie’s splen- 
did work. His leave-taking will occasion 
sincere regret on the part of all who have 
known him.” 








Capt. William J. Baxter, Constr. Corps, 
U.S.N., who retires from active service 
Oct. 19, 1922, on account of the age limit, 
stands No. 1 on the list of captains in 
the Construction Corps, and is also well 
known as one of the leading constructors 
in the Navy. Some of the finest vessels 
in the Navy have been constructed under 
his supervision. Captain Baxter was 
born in Ohio Oct. 19, 1858, and entered 
the U.S. Naval Academy as a cadet en- 
gineer in 1879. 

After graduation he served three years 
at sea, one year of which as an assistant 
engineer, during which time he made a 
tour of the world. After this voyage was 
completed, having applied for appoint- 
ment in the Construction Corps, he was 
sent abroad by the Navy Department to 
spend two years in a celebrated shipyard 
in Glasgow, Scotland. Here he  per- 
formed the same duties as the regular em- 
ployees of the yard; during working 
hours in the shops and draughting rooms 
he was a helper to the superintendent; at 
night he took lectures at Glasgow Univer- 
sity on shipbuilding and marine archi- 
tecture. 

He next took the official one-year course 
in theoretical naval architecture of the 
French Naval School. He returned home 
in 1889, and having been appointed in the 
Construction Corps in 1888, he assisted 
Chief Constructor Bowles during the con- 
struction of the Texas and the Raleigh. In 
1895 he was ordered to the head of the 
Department of Construction and Repair 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard; in 1898 
he fitted out the Oregon for her history- 
making cruise around the Horn and her 
fine performance in the destruction of the 
Spanish Fleet at Santiago. In 1899 he 
was detailed to the department at Wash- 
ington, after bringing the Puget Sound 
Navy Yard out of a condition of chaos 
which existed there before the war. 

Captain Baxter was again sent to Eu- 
rope in 1899 to study conditions at the 
principal French and English shipyards. 
He spent four years after his_return_as 
bead of the Construction and Repair De- 
partment of the Boston Navy Yard, and 


tor on the Delaware river, supervising thé 
construction of the armored cruisers Penn- 
sylvania, Tennessee, Washington, St. Louis 
and other ships, then building at the vari- 
ous yards. In 1908 he was detailed as 
head of the Construction and Repair De- 
partment at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
where he built the battleship Connecticut, 
in her day the most powerful ship in the 
Navy, the collier Vestal, and then took 
up the work of the construction of the 
battleship Florida, which was launched 
May 12, 1910. 

His last assignment to duty was as in- 
spector of hull material, Eastern District, 
with station at Philadelphia. He was also 
acting senior member of the board on hull 
changes on the Atlantic coast and was 
superintending construction at William 
Cramp and Sons. Captain Baxter is an 
ardent advocate of government built ves- 
sels. He is an honored member of the So- 
ciety of Naval Architects and Marine En- 
gineers.

p.—Discharge and Recommission of Officers 
er the Act of Sept. 14, 1922.—1. It cannot 
pe definitely stated at this time to what extent 
the discharge and recommission of officers in 
the next lower grade will be necessary under 
the act of Congress approved Sept. 14, 1922 
geo Sec. IIL, Cir. 195, W.D., 1922). The 
exact extent of demotion in each grade will 
pot be known until orders for demotion are 
jgsued. If it is found practicable to do so, the 
orders will be preceded by the announcement 
of the approximate extent. All officers whose 
position on the promotion list is such that they 
may be subjected to demotion are advised to 
ive deliberate consideration now to the matter 
of accepting or declining the new commissions 
that may be tendered them. When orders for 
demotion are issued it will be necessary, in 
order that continuity of service be assured to- 
gether with preservation of order on the pro- 
motion list and of proper relative rank, that 
all acceptances or declinations be immediate. 
It is essential, therefore, that officers consider 
their decisions in advance of. the issuance of 
demotion orders. A decision once made and 
expressed by an acceptance or declination of 
sppointment cannot therefore be changed. 

2. The acceptance or declination of a com- 
mission in a lower grade is a matter for each 
oficer to determine, It is assumed that, in the 
estimate leading to his decision, each officer 
will give due weight to all factors. The law is 
clear as to the effects of demotion upon pay, 
position on the promotion list, and relative 
rank. A decision of the Comptroller General 
makes it clear that an officer discharged and 
failing to accept the new commission tendered 
jg not entitled to discharge with one year’s 
pay or to retirement. A most uncertain factor 
is the estimated time of future promotion. 
The rate of promotion after Jan. 1, 1923, can- 
not be forecasted. The rate of casualties and 
the uncertain factor of future legislation pre- 
clude such a forecast. 

3. Par. 8, Oir. 152, W.D., 1922, as amended 
by Sec. III, Cir. 195, W.D., 1922, authorizes 
officers to submit for consideration by the 
poard of general officers requests to be selected 
for retirement or discharge. Upon the date 
of issuance of orders for discharge and recom- 
mission of officers of any grade the considera- 
tion of such requests for officers of that grade 
will terminate.

TEST OF RAILWAY MOUNT AT 
ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND. 


In the new 14-inch railway mount, 
model of 1920, soon to undergo test at 
the Aberdeen Proving Ground, the Ord- 
nance Department has endeavored to sup- 
ply a coast defense weapon more univer- 
sal in type than any heretofore used. For 
several decades heavy long range guns for 
coast defense have been mounted in car- 
riages of one of two general types: the 
earlier barbette or pivot mount which ap- 
peared in different forms to suit various 
requirements, and later the disappearing 
carriage that saw its highest development 
shortly before the World War. With the 
increasing ranges resulting from advances 
in ballistics, as well as with the develop- 
ment of aircraft, came the recognition of 
the serious inherent defects of the exist- 
ing scacoast carriages. Foremost among 
these defects was their vulnerability to 
attack from above, and secondly, their use- 
lessness for action at points other than 
the one at which they were mounted. 

In the new carriage an effort has been 
made to overcome these defects. A mount 
has been developed that is to a high de- 
gree mobile, but that sacrifices none of 
the essentials of a modern coast weapon. 
Among these latter may be mentioned: 
(1) An absolutely level platform that per- 
mits traversing without changes of eleva- 
tion. (2) a means of traversing at con- 
stant speed, as slowly or as rapidly as de- 
sired by power. In addition to the above, 
a high rate of fire is demanded, this lat- 
ter depending largely on the loading and 
ammunition serving facilities as well as 
on rapid pointing. 

These requirements have been provided 
for in the new mount. In addition, it has 
features that do not appear in existing 
types. The concrete emplacement is of a 
very simple form and requires no pit, thus 
avoiding the difficulties that arise from 
locations near sea level. Ammunition 
supply may be from fixed magazines in 
the vicinity of the emplacement as here- 
tofore, but this is not indispensable. The 
mount may be rapidly and continuously 


Served from ammunition cars, thus simpli- ¥ 


tying the construction work at fortifica- 
10ns, 

The carriage itself provides for extreme 
elevations up to the maximum range of 
the gun. Traverse is provided through 
360 degrees. All maneuvering may be ac- 
complished by hand or by the power sup- 
plied from a generating plant traveling 
with the carriage 

In addition to the characteristics above 
the new carriage may be used on a tem- 
Porary field emplacement, thus supplying 
the need for a mobile weapon of extreme 
range and heavy caliber adapted for land 
operations. 





REDISTRIBUTION OF ARMY 
BY ITS REORGANIZATION. 


An important announcement has been 
made by Maj. Gen. Robert C. Davis, The 
Adjutant General of the Army, under date 
of Oct. 9, relative to the reorganization 
and redistribution of the Army, made nec- 
essary by recent legislation affecting the 
Army. The communication says: 

The reorganization and redistribution of 
the Army, when completed, will provide 
one Infantry division for each of the 2d, 
8th and 9th Corps Areas, and, in addi- 
tion, one Cavalry division for the 8th 
Corps Area. For each of the remaining 


six corps areas, that is, the Ist, 3d, 4th, 
5th, 6th and 7th, there will be provided a 
reinforced Infantry brigade, consisting of 
one Infantry brigade, one battalion of 
Field Artillery, one Observation Squadron, 
ene Photo Section and one Tank Platoon. 
With the exception of the 2d Infantry 
Division, which remains concentrated in 
the 8th Corps Area, and the 1st Cavalry 
Division, which is employed at various 
stations on the Texas border, the elements 
of these divisions and brigades will be dis- 
tributed in permanent posts, but it is not 
possible in every case at this time to con- 
fine all of the elements thereof to a single 
corps area. 

_ While the troops of the 1st and 3d Divi- 
sions, and those of reinforced brigades and 
Coast Artillery districts, are dispersed in 
several stations, their administration, in- 
cluding court-martial jurisdiction and sup- 
ply, passes to the headquarters of the corps 
area in which the particular unit is sta- 
tioned. Commanding generals of divisions, 
reinforced brigades and Coast Artillery 
districts will be responsible under corps 
area commanders for the training of all 
elements of their commands stationed with- 
in the corps area containing their respec- 
tive headquarters. Control of training will 
be exercised by direct orders to the imme- 
diate subordinates concerned, whether at 
the station of the headquarters or not. 
Nothing in the foregoing, however, will be 
construed to authorize the commanders re- 
ferred to to change the station of individ- 
uals or organizations of their commands. 

Division commanders are further charged 
with the preparation of their respective 
divisions for mobilization, and training 
after mobilization, in accordance with the 
approved plans of the corps area con- 
cerned. Commanders of reinforced bri- 
gades are charged with preparation for the 
expansion of their respective brigades into 
divisions contemplated by the approved 
plans for the maximum effort, and for 
mobilization aud training after mobiliza- 
tion of their divisions so reconstituted. Sim- 
ilarly, Coast Artillery district commanders 
are charged with the preparation for the 
expansion of the elements of their com- 
mands contemplated in accordance with 
the approved plans of the corps area con- 
cerned, and for mobilization and training 
after mobilization of the elements so ex- 
panded. 

The personnel of the headquarters of 
the 2d Infantry Division and that of the 
1st Cavalry Division will remain as pro- 
vided in existing orders and instructions. 

The personnel of the 1st and 3d Infan- 
try Divisions at the headquarters of these 
divisions will consist of the division com- 
mander and authorized aids, chief of staff, 
assistant chief of staff (operations and 
training), adjutant, and such detachments 
of warrant officers and enlisted men from 
existing division headquarters, headquar- 
ters and military police company, and 
motorcycle company as are approved by 
the corps area commander ccncerned. The 
directions contained in letter from The 
Adjutant General, May 31, 1922, are modi- 
fied accordingly. 

The personnel of the headquarters of 
re-enforced brigades will be as set forth 
in Tables of Organization 21-P, as modi- 
fied. The personnel of the headquarters of 
Coast Artillery district commanders will 
be as set forth in Tables of Organization 
853-P, as modified. 

In order to permit the necessary super- 
vision of troop training and the perform- 
ance of duties required of division, bri- 
gade and Coast Artillery district com- 
manders as prescribed above, the com- 
mander of a corp area in which the head- 
quarters of a division is stationed should 
make such allotment of mileage funds, or 
other facilities for transportation available 
to him, as will permit not less than two 
visits annually by the division commander 
and his chief of staff or assistant chief of 
staff, G-3, to each element of the division 
stationed in the corps area. Similar pro- 
vision should be made for the commander 
of each brigade, re-enforced. brigade and 
Coast Artillery district in order to permit 
them to make at least two visits annually 
to each element of their respective com- 
mands stationed within the corps area. 

It is important that the commander of 
a brigade maintain close contact with 
troops and that, at the same time, the 
travel involved in visiting elements of his 
brigade be kept at a minimum. Ordinarily, 
therefore, the commander of a brigade will 
be assigned to the command of the most 
important post in which elements of his 
brigade are stationed. Special authority 
of the War Department, however, for the 
change of station of a brigade commander 
is required. 

Troops stationed in a corps area which 
do not pertain to a division, re-enforced 
brigade, or Coast Artillery district as- 
signed thereto, and not otherwise excepted, 
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will be under the direct command of the 
corps area commander for all purposes. 

In accordance with existing instruc- 
tions, Jefferson Barracks, Mo., and the 6th 
Infantry are under the commanding gen- 
eral, 6th Corps Area, for all purposes. 


ARMY ORDNANCE ASSOCIATION 
HOLDS FOURTH ANNUAL MEETING. 


The fourth annual meeting of the. Army 
Ordnance Association took place at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, Md., Oct. 6. The 
association was formed shortly after the 
close of the war to perpetuate the as- 
sociations formed during the war, and 
also to continue the interest of manufac- 
turers and engineers in Ordnance activi- 


ties under war conditions, 

Included among the invited guests were 
members of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers, together with a number 
of Army officers and other prominent 
parties interested in this work. It is esti- 
mated that the attendance ranged from 
600 to 800. . 

The program was arranged so that firing 
could be carried on during the day to 
show the new developments in Ordnance. 
There were several outstanding features 
on the program which were of paramount 
interest to the spectators, one of which 
was the loading and firing of the new 16- 
inch gun mounted on a barbette carriage, 
which is considered by experts as the most 
powerful long-range weapon yet con- 
structed. 

The demonstration of a flashless pow- 
der which, when set off at night, does not 
betray its operators, was watched with 
great interest. ‘There were also demon- 
strations of various types of self-pro- 
pelled artillery mounts. Of these, interest 
was centered upon a light tank which was 
radio controlled and whose movements 
were directed by radio telephone. — 

The meeting was also the occasion for 
the initial bow to the public of a semi- 
automatic shoulder rifle developed by John 
C. Garand. This rifle is expected some 
day to replace the present Springfield if its 
present superiority over the present In- 
fantryman’s weapon is verified in more ex- 
tensive tests. ‘This piece fires the present 
service cartridge, weighs about nine 
pounds ten ounces, but is so well bal- 
anced that the additional weight over the 
rifle now in use is hardly noticeable. 
Other features of the demonstration was 
firing from airplanes and signalling. 

The meeting was highly successful and 
the officials of the association were greatly 
pleased over the intense interest displayed 





in the latest developments of ordnance ma- 
tériel. Such an annual gathering of the 
foremost ordnance engineers and manufac- 
turers of the country brings closer co 
operation between them and the Ordnance 
Department of the Army, by which in the 
event of a national emergency the produc- 
tion of certain arms can be easily ex- 
panded to meet the demands of the mili- 
tary establishment. The affair showed 
that the manufacturers and engineers en- 
gaged in the development of ordnance 
equipment fully realized the value of in- 
dustrial preparedness, as a means to pre- 
vent such a woeful exhibition of quantity 
as that of 1917. 


ENGINEER STUDENTS AT C.M.T.C. 
MAKE GOOD RECORD FOR 1922. 


Out of the twenty-six C.M-T.C. held 
this summer, fifteen were for trained 
Engineer students. There were Engineer 
students at each of the first six corps 
areas, two in the 7th, four in the 8th and 
three in the 9th. Approximately 1,200 
students took part in this Engineer train- 
ing. The only camp composed entirely of 
Engineer students was at Camp A. A. 
Humphreys, Va. 

The excellent results obtained at these 
summer camps and the great enthusiasm 
running through all of them. was gratify- 
ing to the War Department. The activi- 
ties of the camps were somewhat restricted 
by the funds appropriated by Congress for 
this work, and it is stated that a great 
many more young men would have taken 
advantage of this training had_ sufficient 
funds been available. 

It is most interesting to note that many 
letters of commendation and of the strong- 
est approval were received by the various 
corps area commanders from the parents 
of these young men who went through the 
camps. They strongly endorsed the policy 
of the War Department in conducting 
these camps, and thought that it was one 
of the most progressive steps which the 
Government has taken in a long time to 
teach the youth of the country the value 
of preparedness.

The last two or three months have seen 
a period of calm reappraisement and read- 
justment in the bond market, following a year 
of unprecedented activity and rapidly chang- 
ing values. Over $4,000,000,000 of new capital 
issues were sold in the twelve months ended 
June 30, 1922, besides a tr d turnover 
in bonds already outstanding and a substantial 
volume of refunding. Dur this period of 
absorption average prices olteneed approxi- 
Som points. 

uch a record as this implies almost frenzi 
buying on the part of investors, and i's 
natural to expect that values were misjudged 
in many cases. A period of irregularity was 
quite certain to follow, in which bonds that 
were carried higher than warranted would re- 
act to their proper levels and bonds whose 
values were underestimated would score ad- 
vances. The process of digestion seems well 
over by now, however, and it is again time 
to consider the general trend of bond prices. 

In attempting to forecast the future of bond 
prices it might be well to review the past in 
order to establish a tangible basis for the de- 
ductions. First of all, it should be borne in 
mind that in the case of high-grade bonds, 
where there is little question concerning the 
safety of principal and stability of interest, 
prices are determined very largely by affairs 
outside of company control, the one great in- 
fluence being the cost of credit. Surplus capi- 
tal, either of an individual or a corporation, is 
immediately employed by investment in first 
grade, easily marketable bonds or lent out in 
the open market at current rates of interest, 
depending upon minor considerations. Thus the 
investment market and the commercial loan 
market are in constant competition, and the one 
offering the better return is the one commonl 
chosen by those having surplus funds at head, 
For this reason the yield of a bond, where the 
sane “ 3 -e is absent, will be found 

close to the current i i 
for time a ent interest quotations 
ond yields consequently have decline 
precipitously as money rates over the last Sttees 
months or so, and in the future bond yields 
and interest rates will continue to parallel. Any 
discrepancy between the bond yields and interest 
rates is due to temporary conditions, such as 
a sudden transfer from one market to the other 
as sometimes happens in connection with re- 
funding or for other specific reasons, but the 

equilibrium is soon re-established. . 

The cause of the great decline in interest rates 
can be traced to several sources, all working 
toward the same end. The depression of 1921 
meant a sub-normal commercial requirement, 
which incidentally allowed the capital ordinarily 
used in conducting business free for investment 
in securities, and explains largely the easy 
absorption of new issues in a rising market. 
From January, 1915, to April, 1917, there was 
a gold inflow of a billion dollars from foreign 
countries, and since August, 1920, there has 
been another billion dollars of gold imported. 
These two gold movements have added over 
$22,000,000,000 to the potential credit of the 
country under the present banking system 
through the method of discounts and rediscounts. 
Falling commodity prices also contributed to 
the supply of credit, although not until later. 
If cotton, for example, sells at twenty-two cents 
& pound against forty cents, the crop can be 
financed by half the amount of fun at the 
lower price than required at the higher. 

Business conditions are gradually improving 
and corhmercial requirements increasing. This 
is the only visible factor which may cause 
higher interest rates and lower bond prices. 
There are many inflmences which preclude a 
boom, the greatest one being the rather dis- 
couraging outlook for foreign trade. Certainly 
the new tariff schedules will not increase im- 
ports, especially, and no outflow of gold, the 
basis of credit, therefore is probable and the 
Potential supply will not be lessened on this 
account. Slightly higher commodity prices 
may develop, but there are no signs that the 
upturn will reach inflation levels or call for 
much of a credit expansion. New financing 
has been largely completed and competition in 
the investment and loan markets is diminishing. 
In addition to these general conclusions, the 
peak of the year’s credit requirements has 
been passed with scarcely any perceptible effect 
on interest rates. A composite chart covering 
twenty years prior to the war shows the great- 
est credit strain and highest interest rates 
falling in the last week in September. From 
now on crops are being sold and farmers’ 
loans for harvesting and other purposes are 
being liquidated and funds are flowing from 
the West to the East against a counter move- 
ment of a month or two ago. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has announced 
a $500,000,000 long-term refunding issue to 
bear 4% per cent. This will not take any 
money out of the market or affect the available 
supply of credit in any way, but its reception 
will offer an excellent criterion as to the con- 
sensus of opinion covering the trend of in- 
terest rates. The- opinion is ventured here 
that a permanent return of 4% per cent. will 
be so attractive in its appeal as to cause many 
bankers to call in their temporary loans bear- 
ing a higher return in order to take advantage 
of the opportunity, and an oversubscription of 
from 50 per cent. to 100 per cent. is predicted. 

Not only are interest rates not likely to work 
higher, but in the writer’s judgment it will 
be surprising if the present level is main- 
tained. It is not yet time to sell bonds.
